That when the customs tariff of 
any country admits the products of 
Canada on terms which, on the 
whole, are as favorable to Canada as 
the terms of the reciprocal tariff 
herein referred to are to the coun- 
tries to which it may apply, articles 
which are the growth, produce or 
manufacture of such country, when 
imported direct therefrom, may then 
be imported direct into Canada, or 
taken out of warehouse for consump- 
tion therein at the reduced rates of 
duty provided in the reciprocal tariff 
set forth in schedule D. 

(A) That any question that may 
arise as to the countries entitled to 
the benefits of the reciprocal _ tariff 
shall he decided by the Controller of 
Customs, subject to the authority of 
the Governor-in-Council. 

(B) That the Controller of Cus- 
toms may make such regulations ae 
are necessary for carrying out the 
intention of the two preceding sec- 
tions. 

The Hon, Controller of Customs is 
not satisfied that the customs tariff 
of Belgium is such as to entitle that 
country to the benefits of the recipro- 
cal tariff, but he will be pleased to 
receive any information that you 
may wish to furnish on that subject.

By this 
means the logs by poor seed la avoided, 
for sometimes the Heed will not come 
up well, If sown im drills, the labor 
of caring for the young plants till full 
grown will be considerable.

The Borgia Kooma Opened. 


Pope Leo has thrown open the Bor- 
gia rooms in the Vatican, after spend- 
ing $100,000 in having them put in re- 
pair, They consist of the Borgia 
tower, three large halls, and the Hall 
of the Pontiffs, which has }0 square 
metres of floor arch, The whitewash 
has been removed from the frescoes 
and the pavements restored according 
to the original designs, in majolica 
tiles.

HOW TO CLEAN LACES. 





A Description of Three or Four of the 
Most Approved Methods 


Nothing is more destructive to laces 
than careless washing. Where the lace 
is rare or expensive, of course, it is al- 
ways the better plan to turn it over to 
a trustworthy establishment that makes 
a specially of cleaning and repairing 
such articles, but with the less expen- 
sive laces the cleaning can as well be 
done at home. It is not a difficult nor 
a tedious task, but one requiring care 
and the use of proper materials, 

Roal lace and delicate silk laces are 
easily cleaned by the use of benzine, 
gasoline or naphtha. But as these ar- 
Ucles are inflammable, it is better to 
use them in a room where there is no 
fire, Baste the lace smoothly on a 
plece of thin mruslin, being careful to 
leave a good margin of the muslin on 
ail sldeg of the lace. Put the gasoline 
in a bowl and douse the lace and mus- 


lin up and down in it rapidly, If the 
gasoline becomes dirty, put the lace 
into another veseel and pour fresh 


gasoline over it. Dip it up and down, 
being careful to keep the lace on the 


under side until it Ie perfectly clean. 
Then stretch the cloth with the 1aco 
uppermost on a clean table, and 


seoure it with a few tacks or pins, This 
could be placed in a room where no 
dust will fal) on It and allowed to re- 
main all day, for while it will dry ina 
short time, a day's airing will be 
necessary to be rid of the odor, If 
gasoline that hag been used is set aside 
for a few hours the dirt will all settle 
to the bottom, and the clear gasoline 
can be poured off and ueed again to 
waah silk, kid gloves, or anything that 
cannot be washed in water, 

Yet unother way is to sew the lace 


carefully on &@& bottle or some such 
article covered for the purpose, and 
soak it in hot soapsude into which 


have been put a few drops of ammonia 
kerosene. In @such cases the water 
may be brought to a boll, but where 
the color of the lace is to be preserved, 
bolling or even exceedingly hot water 
should be avoided. When the lace has 
become perfectly clean, the bottle 
whould be removed from the water and 
set aside or hung up to dry in a place 
freo from thuat This method, though |

OLD WATER HEATERS. 


The Methods Known to Those Who Lived 
2000 YVeurs Ago, 


In two of the museums of old Ro- 
man antiquities at Naples there are 
eeveral water heaters, which indicates 
that the principle of the water tube, 
the crowning feature of modern boll- 
ers, was fully understood and ap- 
preciated 2000 years ago. W. T. Bonner 
of Cincinnathl hag been investigating 
these heaters and found them to be 
as interesting as they are beautiful, 
says an exchange One of them con- 
sists of an outer shell twelve inches 
In @lameter and nearly seventeen 
inches high, surrounded ‘by a some~ 
what hemispherical top, which is tea , 
Inches in diameter and twelve Inches 
high The two shells are connected 
at the bottom by a r'm like the mud 
rim of a locomotive liiebox, and the 
space between them was fled with 
water, The grate was formed of seven 
tubes made from sheet bronae, rolled 
and soldered or brazed, Theso tarbes 
open at both ends Into the ‘bottom a. 
the space between the ehetls, thus 
forming a water tube grate for the 
fuel to rest wpon. ; 

Charcoal was probably used for thie 
heater and was placed om the grate 
through an opening 4.8 imeohes high | 
and 4 Inches wide, closed by a beautl- 
fully decorated door, The rasee from

regulations on the subject of the per 
missible printing on the face or address 
side of private post cards passing be- 
tween one place and another in Canada. 
No objection will, therefore, in future 
be made to printing, designs, ctc., pro- 
vided ample space is left for the address 
and for the postage stamp, and that 
there be a perfectly clear space, free 
from border, left for the postage stamp. 
It is important that the postage stamp 
should be as congnicuous as possible on 
the card, in ordeMto facilitate its rapid 
and aceurate cancellation in the post- 
olfice, and for this reason the space im- 
mediately surrounding it should be 
quite clear, Under arrangements agreed 
to by the United States postoffice, such 
private postcards will be allowed trans- 
mission through the United States mails; 
but no other countries having so agreed, 
cards bearing such designs, if forwarded 
to such other countries, would be liable 
to be returned to Canada. ‘Therefore 
the public are cautioned against having 
any such designs, etc., on the face of 
post cards intended for countries other 
than the United States. 

Mr. A. B. Howey or the Dairy Com- 
missioner’s staff left yesterday for the 
Northwest ‘Territories to assist in the 
work of developing the creamery busi- 
ness under the auspices of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.

he Mayor read the following mossage 
to the Council ; 


GENTLEMEN OF THE C1rty COUNCIL: 


The extended and increasing use of the 
bicycle for business as well as for pleasure, 
and the aggressive spirit of its users, have 
rendered it necessary for municipalities to 
deal with it. Its legal position has been 
defined in Ontario as that of a vebicle, and 
in consequence the rights and privileges of 
riders are easily ascertained. I hold the 
opinion that it is well to confine it to its 
lezal position within our municipality. 

The first aay of every organized com- 
munity, as well as the first principle of law. 
is to insure for the people Tat of life an 
person. It seems to me if bicycle riders 
were allowed to use the sidewalks under 
any pretext there would be a constant 
danger, not only to person but to life. Serious 
accidents, resulting In permanent injury, 
and in some cases in ultimate loss of life, 
have occurred in the Province through side- 
walk riding. 

The sidewalks are for the use of pedes- 
trians, and they should be kept absolutely 
free from danger. The child at play, or go- 
ing to and returning from school, the aged 
and infirm, the nervous and timid, should 
be made as safe In their use as the etrong 
aud active. These classes should be guarded 
as far as possible, not only from the possi- 
bility of danger, but saved from even the 
thought or apprehension of it, It is their 
right to be so guarded, and our duty to 
guarantee it. Fright or nervous anticipa: 
tion of danger, even when one escapes, is 
injurious, 

‘The various forms of erate have their 
recognized and appropriate time and place ; 
they are taken up and laid aside as clroum- 
stances warrant, and it is not unreasonable 
Lo expect that bicycle riders will conform to 
general usage, 

I have alluded to the fact that bloycles 
are legally defined as vehicles. It is held, 
and I belleve with good reason, that if the 
City placed them ina different position by 
granting speolal privileges, such as side- 
walk riding, the municipality would have 
to bear the result of its own action, which 
would be liability for damages that might 
ocour In consequence, 

For the reasons, then, (1st) that bicycle 
riding on the sidewalks would be u constant 
menace to pedestrians, and (2nd) that the 
City would oe be liable for damages 
resulting from it, I have deemed it my duty 
to bring down this message to the Council. 
I must add, however, that while I am op 
posed to permitting bloycles on’ the side- 
walk, Lam desirous of seelng our streets 
made as safe and pleasant for riders as is 
possible, and I would urge the Council to 
consider not only thelr rights, but their on 
joyment to the fullest extent consistent 
‘with the rights and safety of all classes in 
the community. 

I may add that numerous complaints 
have been made to me recently of the per- 
alatent use of eldewalks by bloyole riders, 
and several acoldents, more or leas serious, 
resulting from It, have been reported,

MacKkense Government in Dis the tioy- 
ernor-General, Lord Dufferin, sannetion 
od 116 appointments ond 17 promotions 
recommended by the outgoing Govern 
ment. Many of those were to most im 
portant offices, to the Supreme Court 
and County Court benches, and one to 
the office of Deputy Minister, In this, 
nithough the Mackenzie Government 
had been overwhelmingly defeated, Lord 
Dufferin was neting necording 
constitutional usage, and necording to 
his own precedent, in the case of the 
resignation of the Government of Sir 
John Macdonald in 1878. However, in 
the cnse of the Government of which 
Siv Charles was a member, although it 
lad been defented by a small majority, 
the Governor-General, out of 92 recom- 
mendations, had refused bis assent to 
26, contrary to vange, and against the 
precedent established by Lord Dufferin 
The report of the Treasury Bonrd had 
been submitted, and in the exercise of 
his discretion, or indiscretion, he ander 
took to judge which should go through 
and which should not, signing the report 
with a qualification as to the latter, 
The decision of the appointments 
which came within the category 
of the exception was submitted to the 
new Ministry, and they brought down 
to the Flouse a report as to those which 
bad received the sanction of the Govy- 
ernor-General, and declared that the 
should be allowed to stand. The Efonse, 
Sir Charles continued, would, therefore, 
be surprised to learn that down to this 
day the extraordinary course had been 
pursued in a large number of these cases 
that the parties appointed haye been 
left without any communication froin 
the Government. No graver disrespect 
to the Governor-General conld be shown 
than to Iny on the table of the House 
appointments sanctioned by His Excel 
lency, and then refuse to carry them 
out. Sir Charles would mention one 
case, that of a genctloman who had been 
appointed a collector of customs at aA 
salary of S800 a year. His appoint. 
ment had been sanctioned and approved 
hy the present Government, but he wis 
ns yet withont any communication froin 
the Gavernment on the subject. As he 
was thus kept in a state of snapense, 
being unable to undertake other business 
under the eireumstunces, Sir Chartss 
thought this gentleman would in the 
ordinary conrse be entitled to a fiat to 
recover his salary. He held that the 
Government were bound either to instal 
these parties in office, or, if for any 
renson they felt bound to cancel the sp- 
pointment, they should do it by order- 
in-couneil, so that the parties imight 
know where they stood. There wis a

Collectors of customs have been noti- 
fied that Mr, Fred L. Jones, having been 
appointed acting chief preventive officer 
of customs, they are instructed to give 
him every facility for the due perform- 
ance of his duties, and assist him in the 
suppression of smuggling.

of the Crown until the 20th inst. New- 
combe, Q. C., D. M. J., and Merguson 
for the Crown; W. D. Hogg, Q. C., for 
the defence. This is an action against 
Finlayson and Grant, Corby’s agents, 
and the customs at Montreal. The de 
fendants gave two bonds for the ex- 
port to St. Pierre-Miquelon of 30 bar- 
rels of whiskey. The whiskey was 
shipped by the Richelieu and Ontario 
Company to Three Rivers, where it wus 
transhipped to the steamer Georgini, 
The customs collector at Montreal, be 
ing suspicious of an export of whiskey 
to St. Pierre, detailed an officer to in- 
tercept the Georgina on her way down 
the St. Lawrence, but owing to con- 
tlicting orders the captain of the cruiser 
Constance put him ashore, and the 
Georgina, having landed the whiskey at 
Bay St. Paul, went down to St Pierre 
and took off a hundred barrels more.

The First Newspaper. 

The following letter, clipped from the 
Globe of Saturday, May Ist, will be of 
interest to many ; 

To the Editor of the Globe: 

Sir,—In a very interesting sketch of 
Canadian journalism by Mr. Willison, 
which appeared in The Globe on Monday, 
it is stat] that the carliest Canadian news- 
paper was The Quebec Gazette, which 
made its first appearance in 1764. If by 
the word ‘* Canada” the whole of the pre- 
sent Dominion is meant and not the Pro- 
yinces of Upper and Lower Canada, then 
this is a mistake. The first Canadian 
newspaper was the Halifax Gazette, which 
commenced publication on the 23rd of 
March, 1752, twelve years before ‘Lne 
Quebec Gazette. _Only one copy of the 
first issue is knowa to exist, and that is 
now ithe library of the Massachusetts 
Historical Society, Boston. So far as 
known, notasingle copy of any of the 
early issues exists in Canada, but a fac- 
sim‘'e of the first number appears in a 
short histoiy of Canadian newspapers in 
McKim’s Newspaper Directory of 1892.

For a round face, narrow dressings 
are becoming, and can be taken well 
down tho neck, 

For a broad face, narrow dressings 
are preferable, but which should be 
kept somewhat hich. 

Exceedingly tall peaple keep the hair 
dressed rather low and decidedly 
round. 

Very short ladies can have their hair 


dressed high, as it gives addition to 
their stature. 
It is very rarely we find purely 


white hair; it Is more generally gray- 
white, or greenish-gray, and with this

POWERS PRESSING MEDIATION, 


Britain Takes the Initiative and France 
is Backing Her Up. 


New York, May 5.—The Londen cor- 
respondent of The Sun cables to-day as 
follows: 

England, as Mr. Curzon announced In 
the House of Commons to-day, is again 
pressing the question of intervention, 
this time with success. It is beginning 
to be recognized in St. Petersburg, Ber- 
lim and Vienna that the political friead- 
ship of Wngland and France has become 
& genuine factor in the situation and 
its influence is already felt, 

It is no secret that Bngiand is in fa- 
yor of stopping the war immediately ut 
any cost, and of restering the status 
quo ante bellum in every respect. 
Brance practically endorses the policy 
of Lord Salisbury. 

The impression grows stronger in all 
quarters that the submission of Greece | 
to Turkey and the powers will soon be 
forthcoming. It is not expected to take | 
the form of suiny for peace or medin- | 
tion, the latter least of all, for Greek 
feeling is more bitter against the concert 
of Europe than against Turkey, King 
George would prefer to negotiate direct- 
ly with the Sultan rather than through 

e powers, Indeed, he declared  re- 
cently that he would never, under any | 
circumstances, seek the intervention of | 
Europe. 

It is not unlikely that the end of the 
hostilities will take the form of a brief | 
armistice,; This gained, nobody believes 
that fighting will ever be resumed. 

Instead of hoping for Turkish success, 
official Europe is now earnestly desirons | 
that the Greeks should gain some advyun- 
tage in the field. The interests of Eu- ' 
ropeain peace were considered best servy- 
ed by Turkish victories at the outset of 
the war. Now the situation is reversed. 
The Sultan is naturally convinced that 
he is invincible and daily more 
definnt. 

Reliable information from Constanti- 
nople is to the effect that he now re- 
fuses to listen to lesser terms than the 
return of Crete, the cession of the bulk 
of Thessaly and the transfer of half of 
the Greek navy. 

The Emperor William and the others 
who incited him to try to beat the 
Greeks are likely to repent when 
find the eastern problem rendered fm- 
mensely more diffienlt, instead of being 
simplified by the war. A genuine Greek 
victory at the present moment would, 


therefore, be recetyed with joy in the | 


European chancelleries, because of its 
double effect of restoring Greek self- 
respect and checking Turkish obstinacy.

Thirty yoarm 
ago {t was regarded os an evidence of 
very negligent housekeeping to have 
a moth-eaten rug ar carpet Now, the 
utmost care will not always preserve 
carpets and rugs from being imjuret 
by maths. They will eat them often 
as they He on the floors Some floors 
have moths and carpet bugs in the 
oracks between the boards, 

The reason for the general prevalence 
af moths is thre almost universal cus- 
tom of heating dwelling bouses with 
furnaces or steam. 

It is best for people living In cities 
never to have carpets nabwled to the 
floor, but have a number of rugw that 
may be taken up, shaken and beaten 
evory week. Where carpets are tacked 
down the best way to preserve them 
from moths ts to remove the tacks once 
a month, turn back the edges of the 
carpet a foot all round, brush out the 
dust, and with a painters brush put 
new spirite of turpent/ne on the boards 
as far back as the carpet is turned ; 
then return it at ence to its place and 
put in the tacks, 

There Is no danger of moths getting 
in ruge that ace thoroughly beaten 
every week. 

If you detire to put away your Tues 
for the summer, empty one of the hang 
ing closets in your house and clean 


ft thoroughly with scalding lye. When 
dry, sprinkle the floor well with cam: 


phor gum, Thoroughly beat your rugs, 


and cover each one separately with 
newspapers, next to the nap, The a 


piece of camphor cum in a bit of cloth, 
put it Inside the rug, then roll the rug 
up and tle it with stout cords and place 


#t In the camphor closet. Do thts with 
each rug. After they are all in the 


closet, lay a let of newspapers over 


them, and then sprinkle a lot of cim- 


phor gum over the papers. Cloge the 


closet door and seal tt up by pasting 
strips of paper over the cracks. 


Blankets, cushions, hangings and 


draperies may be put away in the same 
manner. The main thing to observe 


is the whipping and beating of the ar- 
tholes to free them from dust and moth 


eggs. Moths breed in dust and dirt. 


You may cover a garment a fant deep 
fn camphor and put it away soiled, and 
when you take it out im the fall you 
will find it all riddled with moth hole. 

Remember always that camphor 
gum, or any other moth preventive, 
must not come in rect contait with

CROP OUTLOOK IN ONTARIO.

The followlog is taken fvom the May bul- 
letin, now being Issued by the Ontario De- 
partinent of Agriculture, on the condition 
of crops and live stock In the Province ou 
May 1: P 

The Weather—The past winter was mild- 
er than usual, December was the only 
month below the average, baving been 10 
degrees colder than the average of the pre- 
yious 15 years. March was 7 degrees wari- 
er than in the two previous years aud 
April was 4 degrees colder than in 1806, 

The rainfall of the six months—November 
to April—wus above the averuge, and the 
snowfall below; but both together (the to- 
tal precipitation) were 15.20 Inches, com- 
pared with 15.44 in the previous year, and 
15.72 inches, the average of the preylous 15 
years. March and April had an extra 
omount of rain by over 1.5 inches. The 
snowfall averages G2 inches, but there wae 
@ great variation, from 16 Inches at Wood- 
flock fo 1i4 inches at Owen Sound. There 
were heavy frosts throughout the Proyluce 
on April 10 and 20. 

Vegetation—As May opened It was con 
sidered by the majority of correspondents 
that the season Was hardly as advanced 
as Usual, but it wos thought that as there 
had been plenty of rain there would be 
rapid growth when the warm weather 
came.

After skirmishes between 
the advance posts of the opposing forces, 
the Greek artillery opened fire with greut 
precision, but the Turks pushed forward,

Owlnug to the fact that It was not intend 
ed to commence the decisive cngagement 
wotil tomorrow, the Turkish division Inp- 
tended to take the cnemy In the tank 
only arrived half an hour before the close 
of the combat to-day, having marched & 
miles. 

The artillery played a lendirg part in the 
fighting, although the Greek guns, while 
they opened well, ended badly, wulle ours 
were served cven better than usual. 

The ‘Turkish attack upon Vasili was 
matle without any previous plan, The men 
were ordered to capture the place, and 
they advanced quietly, shooting as though 
hunting. The Greeks malntalned a wither 
ing fire. 

I saw a Turk wounded In the leg advance: 
ing to the attack on all fours, 

During the day the Turks captured o 
mountain battery and 18 mules, a great 
quantity of ammunition and provisions, and 
the personal effects of the Greek Princes, 
Crown Prince Constantine and his brother, 
Prince Nicholas.

Mr. Curzon Warmly Defends the Gevern: 
ment Policy Im the Eastern Question. 


London, May 7.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, after several Liberal members 
had criticized the s-f'on of the Govern. 
ment In the Waster ccisis, the Parliament 
ary Secretury for the Voreign Office, Mr, 
George N, Curzon, warmly defended Great 
Britain for her part in the concert and 
blamed the provocation of the Grecks, say- 
Ing that the attitude of the Christians In 
Crete was due to the prescuce of the Greek 
force. Mr, Curzon further sald that the 
withdrawal of the Turkish troops in Crete 
would be the prelude to a massacre of the 
Mussulmans, compared with which the Ar- 
tmenlan massacres would siluk into Insigni- 
fleance, 

Continuing, Mr. Curzon remarked that the 
day the Greeks withdrew would be the 
dawn of brighter prospects for Crete, 

Regarding affairs on the mainland of 
Greece, Mr, Curzon sald that there were few 
persons who did not know on which aside 
the provocation rested; but, he added, the 
chastisement bad been 0 terrible that he 
would not Bay more on the subject, Lhe 
Turks, he asserted, had exercised consider- 
able self-restralnt before they accepted the 
clullonge, and the powers bad carried thelr 
conciilatory attitude towarda the Grecks 
filmost to the polnt of weakness. They 
how express thelr willingness to mediate 
with Turkey if Greece would express her 
willlugness to accept mediation.

Mining Notes. 

(Marmora Herald.) 

On Friday last our representative, in 
company with Capt. O'Neill, and Messrs. 
Dempsey and German went prospecting 
on wt 16.in the Ist con, of Marmora, and 
the party was liboralty rewarded. The 
first discovery in the line of mineral wasa 
beautiful marble quarry through which the 
O.B. & N. Ry, passes, a distance of about 
3 miles from this village. Again we cross- 
ed property of Patrick Maloney on which 
there is a pit sunk to the depth of 18 feet 
and about 100 tons of iron ore piled about. 
This is known asthe Maloney iron mine. 
Arriving at lot w4.16 we are led by tho 
Captain, who is thoroughly experienced in 
mining. <A voin of gold bearing quartz was 
discovered and traced for about 30 rods. 
Here the Captain dipped into his pan 
about 4 quacts of the decomposed sulphur- 
ets and panned out ata small pond.

many events had trauspired. A settle- 
ment had been reached between the 
Dominion Government and the Provincial 
Government of Manitoba. Mr. Fitz- 
patrick was, therefore, deputed to carry 
the terms of this settlement to Rome, and 
although this was not dove ofticially by the 
Canadian Government, it was decided upon 
by a group of Catholic members of Parlia- 
ment. The Liberal Ambassador, know- 
that tho settlement was not ac- 
coptable, was instructed to present it as 
& provisional settlement, and at a later 
period certain modifications of a nature to 
satisfy the Catholics would be obtained, if 
the Queboe Bishops were willing to make 
some concessions. Mr. Fitzpatrick was 
ulso told to represent to the Vatican that 
the Bishops would not make concessions, 
and that it would bo advisable for Rome 
to sond an Abblegate to Canada, who would 
be clothed with power to impose a policy 
of conciliation. 


Asa good diplomat, Mr, Fitzpatrick 
began his work by getting into the good 
graces of Cardinal Vaughan, head of 
the Catholie Church in England and 
whose organ, the Tablet, published an 
article about the same time which caus- 
ed a painful impression. The article, 
which coincide! with Hon, Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’s visit to England, finished by 
an appeal to the Catholics of Canada 
to rally roond Mr, Laurier in order 
that he might be able to obtain the 
best possible terms for the Catholic mi- 
nority of Manitoba, It will be remember- 
ed, however, thatat that very date the 
se\tlement had been already agreed to and 
accepted, both at O.tawa and Winnipeg. 
It is quite evident, then, that Mr. Fitz- 
patrick had attempted to play the same 
game with Cardinal Vaughan that succeed- 
ed later on at the Vatican. Warnily re- 
commended by Cardinal Vaughan, and 
accompanied hy Mr, Charles Russell, one 
of the dignitaries of English Catholic 
socivty, Mr. Fitzpatrick succesded in his 
mission to the Vatican, where ho obtained 
the sending of « Delegate, not, however, to 
discipline the Bishops, but to uid Catholics 
in their negotiation with the Government 
of Manitoba, to bring about harmony 
amongst them, in order that they might 
have more influence with the Manitoba 
aud Canadian authorities. 


“This was not the same thing at all, 
but the essential point for the Government 
was to obtain a Delegate from the Holy 
See. There were threo elections to come 
olf in the Province of Quebec, and it was 
absolutely necessary, cost what it might, 
to carry tbese constitucncics, so that the 
Government would be in a position to say 
thst Quebeo approves and ratifies the 
Manituba School sottianent. In order to 
do this, it was necessary to make the 
Catholic electors believe that the Pope 
Was not in accord with the Bishops of the 
Proviuce of Quebec, so they must be in a 
position to say that the Pope had sent an 
Ablogate to Canada. ‘The nomination, 


ing 


therefore, of Myr. Merry del Val 
came just in time for the Govern- 
ment, which exploited His Excel- 


leney in the most unscrupulous man- 
nor, in Bonaventure, in Wright and in 
Champlain. ‘Lhe complicity of Hon. Mr. 
Grecnway in this transaction is clearly eyi- 
dent. The school settlement was present- 
cd to the Manitoba Legislature and read a 
first time, the second reading being post- 
poned for some time; yet, as soon as the 
Goyernment had been informed of Mgr. 
Merry del Val’s departure from Rome, 
the Manitoba Premier proposed the second 
reading of tho Bill, and the nevessary 
formalities for its tecoming law were ac- 
complished in time for the Delegate to 
learn upon his arriyalin London that the 
chief object of his visit had been ren- 
dered impossible to attain, and his pain- 
ful surprise wil be readily remember- 
ed. ‘Lhe Government had succeeded in 
clecting its candidates iu the Counties of 
Wright and Bonaventure, by using the 
name of Mer, del Val, and there still re- 
mained the election in Champlain. Mon- 
seignour would soon arrive in Canada, and 
his diplomatio reserve could, of course, be 
counted upon ; but it was necessary, from 
the very momont of bis arrival, to shut his 
mouth, limit as much as possible his sphere 
of uction, and continuys to profit to the

Another cause of destructivenes to 
mountains Is that they act as conilens- 
ers of atmoepheric maisture, They are 
sreat rainsmakers, and even if the sur- 
munding country gets no rain the 
mountains get it. In dhe mountaing of 
Colorado they have nm July and Au- 
gust what they call the rainy season, 
rains every afternoon; while out «<n 
the plains and foot-dls you neyer get 
a drop. The rainfall may be ten 
inches a year, and most of that us 
snow in whiter, 

Rain is one of the most rock-destroy- 
ing agents, acting upon & both chemi: 
cally and mechanically, It diesolves 
out the soluble part and makes the 
insoluble part crumble. Mechanically, 
these crumbling parts are washed off 
so that the higher peaks above whictre 


the forests grow are always bate, 
naked reock, because the contmual 
wash of the rain and forwe of the 


winds sweep uway all of the debris, 
amd conseuently the naked rock fs al- 
Ways exposed to rapid disinterration 
by frost, rain, wind, changes of tem: 
perature, The streams which gully 
the mountain sides make changer in 
the surface with maximum efffelency 
because-the steepness of the mountain 
gives them a very swift fall. The d= 
structiveness of a stream is determined 
more than anything else by its ve- 
locity, and the velocity is determined 
by the sdope of the mountain over 
which the water is flowing. 

A great many mountains are scored 
and cut and guished by glaciers moving 
With exceeding slowness, but irresist- 
ible power. 

With all these forces combined moun: 
tains suffer more than any other part 
of the earth from disintegrating agen- 
cles, and, therefore, mountains are 
worn down with much greater rapidity 


than any other equal portion of the 
earth's surface, 
We speak of mountains as being 


young or old. They are, of cours, all 
of vast antiquity from mame point of 
view, but the scientist speaks of them 
in comparison with the total geologic 
age of the word. 


In the recent stupendous landstide 
beyond the Atlantic, 12,000,000 cubic 


yards were cxrried down into the valley 
below. Every now and then som© 
thing like that happens, showing the 
mountains are wasting away, and yet 
people do not note these things. Care- 
ful, accurate oSservations prove that 
th> mountains are slowly but surely: 
slowly from our point of view. swiftly 
from the point of view of the agro .f 
the earth, being “=> down. It is, as 
a rule, true thett the very Digh moun- 
tains are those which are young. 





Oddest Dinner Ever Eaten. 
Perhaps the most rumarkable dinner 
on record was that given by an anti- 


quary named Goebel, in the city of 
Brussels. <A description of it is furn- 
ished to the Boston Cooking School 


Magazine by one of the guests, Mr. 
Amaziah Dukes, of New York. 

At that dimmer I ate apples that ri- 
pened more «than eight hundred years 
ego; bread made from wheat grown 
before the children of Israel passec 
through the Red Sea, and spread with 
butter that was made when Elizabeth 
was Queen of England; and I washed 
down the repast with wine that was 
old when Columbus was playing bare 
foot with the boys af Genoa. 

The apples were from an earthen 
jar taken from the ruins of Pompeti. 
The wheat was taken from a chamber 
in one of the pyramids, the butter from 
a stone shelf In an old well in Scot- 
land, where ‘for several centuries it had 
lain in an earthen crock In fey water, 
and the wine was recovered from an 
old vault in the city of Corinth. 

There were six guests at the table, 
and each had.a reouthful. of the broad 
and a teaspoonful of the wine, but was 
permitted to help himself bountifully 
to the butter, there betng several 
pounds of it. The apple-jar held about 
two-thirds of a gallon. The fruit wus 
sweet and as finely flavored as if it 
bad been put up yesterday.

Theo air is very clear 
and bracing and enables one to seo long 
distances. ‘T'o look at the mountains they 
seom as near as Albert College to the City 
Hall, but the foot hills are 12 miles away, 
and Pike's Peak is 16 miles. To the 
south of us, 160 miles away, is the Spanish 
Peaks, which can bo seen ona clear day. 
But I must not wander too far away. 
Colorado Springs is a great place for in- 
valids, especially consumptives, who hayo 
agreat deal of difliculty in broathing, 
until acclimated, as the air is very thin 
and light and dry. Quite healthy people 
find it hard enough aud have to take a reat 
afcer ascending even comparatively small 
hills, ‘This place is called ‘Little Lon- 
on account of so 
many English people residing here, being 
purely a residential city. We have a 
population here of 25,090,or, as the papers 
put it, 31,000 lungs, which averages about 
it lungs for each person. So you have an 
idea of how much sickness there is here. 
Denver, and in the vicinity is tho same as 


this place, only not so high alti- 
tude. Consumptives are commonly 
known here as ‘‘lungers.” You often 
hear the question put, ‘* What do 


you do?” and getting an auswor: ‘Oh, T 
don't do anything ; I'ma lunger.” Thore 
is a great doal of money in the place, and 
it takes a lot of itto live here, as every- 
thing is high-priced, lionse reut specially. 
In the contre of tho cit. 4 and 6 ru-med 
cottages command $40.4 month, and jou 
cannot rent a room less than $5 anywhero. 
There are a great uuter of hotels here, 
the rates for the best ones being $6 and $8 
aday and none less than $3, and their 
rooms are well filled at that, mostly in- 
valids seeking theirhealth. Many of th m 


die, as thoy are too advanecd in years to 


ever regain their health: Such a thing as 
fever is unknown here, as tho airis so pure 


and dry. To show how dry the air is: if 
sn animal dies here in the fields they let it 
lie there, as it simply dries up. 


The city is a temperance town in its owa 


way, selling liquor only by the bottle, and 
not allowing them to drink it on the street 
or in the lanes. 
hore. But yet they never ring church 


They also have the carfew 


bells on Sunday or any other time, as they 


claim it annoys tho sick. The shops are 
(some of them) open on Sundays. We also 
have Sunday cars.

About two 
tiles farther on is Manitou, situated among 
the foothills. 

At prosent we have protty nice weather, 


and wherever you look on the prairies you 
cin 806 myriads of flowers, sand daisies 


being very plentiful at present. But there 


are man others to pick if you wish of many 
different colors. 


Krom my window I see 
inany ground squirre’s and prairie dogs ; 
they seem very venturesomo, but are very 
slytoo. At night, if your window happens 
to beup, you inay hear the owls, which 
hoot and call for hours; they hve in the 
holes made by the prairio dogs, and with 
snakes, which also make their homo ther ‘5 
thoy are a happy family indeed, never 
quarreling, Of course we havo robins, 
meadow larys, and many other kinds of 
birds which T do not know. There are 
large hawks to bo svon often, and oc- 
cusionally eagles come over from the 
mountains when they get very hungry. 

Tam thinking of settling here, as the 
climate is guitable for my health, and do 
not care to run the risk of any danger in 
California, as the altitude is much lower 
there, I believe about 4,090 feet lower, 
but will consider it well before I make up 
my mind inside the next three months.

Some of the other questions which 
Mr. Davin had put on the order paper 
were, in his (Mr, Sifton’s) opinion, evi- 
dently frivolous and did not call for 
answers.

Mr. Fielding replied, from general in- 
formation obtained, that the Goyern- 
ment believes that there is in Canada 
some association of the character men- 
tioned in the question, but the informa- 
tion in their possession is not sufficient 
to call for a reduction in duties at pre- 
sent, 

Mr. Davies, answering Mr. Davin, 
said that the whaler Diana had been 
chartered for the Hudson’s Bay expe- 
dition, from May 1 to Dec. 1, for a 
sum of $9800, or $1400 monthly in ad- 
vance. She was te be insured for $40,- 
000, and in the event of loss or aban- 
donment the Government should be re- 
sponsible for the proportionate share of 
the amount of the charter up to the 
time she was lost or abandoned. ‘The 
offer of Messrs. Mildburn & Company 
of England to send the steamer Port 
Pirie to Hudson Bay was at the rate 
of $35, per month, the Government 
paying the extra. insurance, which, 18 
near as could be ascertained, would be 
about £10 10s per £100. he 
Port Pirie was 3109 tons gross, 1025 
tons net, 353 feet, 450 horse power. 

Mr. Laurier told Mr. Dayin that Mr. 
Dobell had not become a director of the 
Quebee Bridge Company. 

The Premier informed Mr. Oliver that 
the present strength of the Northwest 
Mounted Police was 711, of which 47 
were officers and 664 non-commissioned 
men. A scheme was under considera- 
tion for reducing the number of the 
force without impairing the efficiency of 
the service. 

Mr. Mills (for Mr. Maclean) asked if 
the attention of the Postmaster-General 
had been called to a scurrilous attuck on 
Her Most Grarious Majesty the Queen 
in The New York Sun on Tuesday last, 
and whether it was the intention of tlic 
Postmaster-General to allow that jour- 
nal to circulate through Canadian mails. 

Mr, Mulock: The attention of the de- 
partment has not been called to the 
article in question, nor have I mysclf 
seen it. I have enquired from the sec 
retary of the department, Mr. Lesucur 
who informs me that the department 
has never yet suppressed any foreign 
newspaper coming to Canada simply be- 
cause it might contain an attack on any 
members of the Royal family. 

Mr. Mills: I may say that I have 
read the article and I consider it a most 
scurrilous one. 

The new member for Macdonald, 
Man., Mr. Rutherford, was introduced 
between the Premier and Mr. Sifton, 
and took his seat amid Liberal accla- 
mations. 

A few motions for correspondence hay- 
ing passed, ugopposed, Mr. Maxwell 
moved for papers relating to the quality 
of British Columbia salmon sold in the 
British market. He read from The Lon- 
don Globe a correspondence, signed by 
a person named Wood, describing the 
rocess of canning in British Colum 
in as being of the most filthy and un- 
wholesome description. Mr. Muxwell 
characterized the correspondence as a 
tissue of lies. 

The Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
read the official Peper’ of Prof. Prince 
and others, completely refuting the 
stories of Mr. Wood, which were also 
made the subject of representatious by 
the Minister, calculated io remove er- 
roneous and injurious tmpressions. 

Bubsedivntiye criminal  procecdines 
were taken against Wood and he made 
a retraction of the whole charge. How- 
ever, Prof. Prince will shortly go to 
British Columbia and make a thorough 
investigation and report fully on the 
subject.

Sir Richard Cartwright: The matter, 
I perceive, is one of importance, Of 
course the hon. gentYeman does not ex- 
pect an answer immediately, but 1 will 
take note of the matter and will give 
an answer at the earliest possible mo- 
ment, 

Mr. MeMullen moyed the second rend- 
ing of his bill to amend the Ciyil Ser- 
vice Act by appointing a board of super- 
visors whose duty it would be to weed 
out incompetent officials.

They Now Control tho Telephone for 17 


Years, Dating from 1801. 

Washington, May 10,—The Bell Vele- 
phone Company won the case brought 
against it by the United States to an- 
nul the last Berliner patent. ‘This de 
cision has the effect of continuing the 
control of the telephone by the Bell 
Company for 17 yeare from the date of 
the last patent, which was granted in 
1891. ‘The Government asked to have 
the patent of 1895 set aside, on the 
ground that the delay of 13 years in 
the patent office was fraudulent and the 


fault of the Telephone Company, and | is here to seek for protection. 


that the patent issued in 1880 coyered 
the same ground on which the uew 
patent wis applied for in 1501. ‘Lhe 
court in its opinion, delivered by Jus- 
tice Brewer, field that there was no 
evidence of corruption or undue influ- 
ence exercised over the patent ollice by 
the telephone company, aud that there 
wis no cyidence that the delay in the 
granting of the patent had been brought 
ubout by the company. It held that 
whatever delay there had been was 
through the fault of the patent office 
and by no fanlt of the company. 

This decision by the Supreme Court 
sustains the lower courts, The ense

assignee, controlled the application. It 
was asserted thit the company had ac- 
auiesced in and promoted the delay and 
for their own interest, thus defrauding 
the public out of its rights. It was 
claimed that the Berliner patent prac- 
tically controls telephony, as it has to 
do with both the transmission and re- 


_ceipt of sound, and that the delay thus 


secured in 1891 operated to prolong the 
control for fifteen years yeyond the 
time of the expiration of the Bell 
patent, 

It was also asserted that the patent 
was granted by the Commissioner of 


Patents without authority of law, and | 


that it was for the same invention for 
which a patent had been granted in 
1880, and that the principle was not 
therefore new. }

States Circuit Court for the district of 
Massachusetts, where it was decided 
in favor of the United States, Upon 
appeal to the Circuit Court of Appenls 
for the first circuit this decision was 
reversed and the contentions of the Ber- 
liner claimants upheld.

Refore resuming his seat Mr, Davin 
asked to be allowed to amend his 
amendment to read that good faith on 
the part of the Goyernment, ete, 
for 


While Mr. Davin was waiting 
some member of the Government to 
make reply the acting Speaker, Mr. 


Bain, declared the amendment lost. So 
that it was in vain the hon, mover end 
a half-dozen of his friends stood to de 
mand a vote. No yote wis taken. 

Mr. Lister slid into the chair and the 
Tiouse went on with the estimates in 
Committee of Supply.

Greek Seliiers Wer: \¥ithout Food, Al- 


though Food Was Sent for Them. 


London, May 12.—Malled despatches from 
the English reporters continue to unfold the 
story of disorganization and neglect In the 
Greek army. ‘The correspondent of The 
Dally Mall, writing from Arta under date 
of April 25, relates that the Sixth Regl- 
ment, When at Pilipplada, received at an 
early hour on the morning of April 25 
bread ond water for the breakfast of Its 
men. Afterward the regiment marched by 
easy stages to the nelghborhood of Vente- 
plehadia, arriving at 6 o'clock In the even- 
ing. No provisions of any kind urrived that 
night. 

Next morning the men still had nothing 
to eat, but they were ordered to march back 
to Fillpplada. The poor fellows began the 
retreat, but many were ungble to keep in 
the ruuks, and the roadsides were lined ,with 
hundreds who had sunk down exhausted 
from hunger and faticue. 

The Turks, who were only a few miles be- 
hind, could, {f they had advanced, have 
annibllated them. There were no supplies 
at Fillppladu, and when the writer loft 
ou the afternoon of April 24 the regiment 
was still unfed. 

Upon reaching Arta, the writer found a 
slinilay condition of affairs. A crowd of 
soldiers on the malin street, rendered almost 
mad by hunger, attacked a provision store, 
the doors of which they battered down with 
thelr rifles. 

Then followed a wild rush to secure food. 
A Colguel rode up and tried to disperse the 
men, He was surrounded in o moment by 
the starving men, who, regardless of dis- 
cipline, selwed bis reins and stirrups and 
clamored for bread, 

Elsewhere, the writer saw 200 soldiers 
tighting to obtain from a bag of tobacco 
lying on the street a portion to appease 
their hunger, 

Col. Munos, the commander-in-chief of 
the Eastern army, finally arrived, and was 
appealed to to maintain order,

in Belleville. 


He was 


Over Seventy-one Years a Member of the 
Church--A Useful Life--A Serene Old Age 
and a Peaceful Death--Reminiscences of 
Old Times--Postage Rates--For 48 Years 


Postmaster. ' 


The announcement that James H. 
Meacham, Esq., the venerable and highly 
esteemed ex-Postmaster of Belleville, has 
passed away after a short illness, will bo 
receive] with sorrow by every resident of 
Belleville, It is but two weeks ago since Mr, 
Meacham was seized with his last illness, 
and atl0a.m, to-day he departed this 
life, 

Mr. Meacham, although he never took 
an active part in municipal affairs, was yet 
active in another sphere, namely in the 
Methodist Church, of which he was the 
oldest member, as well as the oldest native 
of Belleville, therefore our sketch of his 
career is chiefly deyoted to his church re- 
lationship. 

James Henry Meacham was boin in 
Belleville on the 18th November, 1807, his 
life dating back to within twelye years of 
the year in which the first Methodist 
clergyman visited this place, and as he was 
received into the church by public profes- 
sion by the Rey. David Breckenridge early 
in 1826, he had been seventy-one years a 
member. This made Mr. Meacham by 
several years the oldest Methodist here, 
and through him and his mother Belleville 
Methodism of to-day and . century since 
were linked. Mr, Meacham remembered 
well the first class, formed in 1815, for his 
mother was one of the first members and 
he was often led by her to it. He used to 
recall his boyish enthusiasm over the build- 
ing of the first church of any kind im the then 
village—a Methodist one, in 1818 —and de- 
scribed it so vividly that an artist or archi- 
tect could reproduce it on paper. He was 
one of the earliest to be enrolled in the 
first Sunday School in 1822, Mr. Meach- 
am’s first class leader was Mr. Benjamin 
Ketcheson, who had to do with law as well 
as gospel, for he was an active and efficient 
Justice of the Peace. It was for him that 
Ketcheson Ward was named. During the 
first year of the pastorato of the Rev. 
Edwy Ryerson, in 1839, Mr. Meacham 
was requested to take his first office in tho 
Church and was appoint 1 Steward. Sub- 
sequently he was urged to become a local 
preacher, but declined it; then was select- 
ed as class ler ler, and fortunately for the 
church and the hundreds who have since 
then have been privileged to be members

The objection is taken that 
bicycles cannot be termed bugguge iWn- 
less they are packed in trunks or other 
suitable receptacles. On account of the 
greater time, care and labor required 
in the handling of bicycles ,any mark- 
ed increase in the number of bicycles to 
be handled must increase the cost and 
expense of this handling, and it le proper 
to consider where and how this expense 
8 to be met, if no charge is to be im- 
posed on the carriage of bicycles. At 
present rates, very few railroads in the 
making money, The rail- 
roads cannot increase their passenger 
rates, and the only way that seems 
possible to meet this additional expense 
~—the employment of additional eniployes 
in the baggage department at the prin- 
cipal points—is to reduce the pay of 
such employes in order that the total 
expense may not be enlarged. The di- 
rect result, therefore, of compulsory 
legislation, requiring the free carriage 
of bicycles by common carriage, is to do 
so at the expense of labor, for that is 
where it must ultimately, if not imme- 
diately, fall, Attention is called to the 
fact that the minimum charge in Great 
Britain is equivalent to 25 cents, the 
same as in America, but applying only 
to a haul of 12 miles or less, and in- 
creasing to a charge of $1 before 1 
change in the minimum rate is mude 
here, Thus a bicycle will be transport- 
ed 100 miles in America for 25 cents, 
while in Great Britain the charge would

M'LEOD'S MURDER. 


Startling Development--The Grand Jury 
Returns True Bills Against John Hughes 
and Prank Hayes--A Sensational Case. 


Napanee, May 14.—A startling develop- 
montin the ‘Leoy murder case took place

Sir Mockenale Bowell gaye notice of ¢n-

It was also objected that Pariia- 
ment bad no jurisdiction to puss a bill of 
this nature for a concern whleh was given 
only power to operate In Ottawa, Objec- 
tlon was taken by Mr, Gormully to the 
nume of the new company. It was the 
cause of confusion with the British Amer- 
{can Company, and this was likely to cuase 
much trouble. ‘The bill was amended to 
make the Companies’ Clauses Act applic. 
able, and to place the company In the 
sume position as any other company doing 
business under o federal cliarter. 

Before the Rallway Committee this morn- 
Ing the Manitoba, Duluth & Hudson Bay 
Bill Was taken up and the name or 
dered changed to the Wipnipeg, Do- 
Iuth & Northern. That portion of 
the bill which provides for a lHne 
= Hudson Bay was struck ont, 
The Capitalisation was reduced from $1,- 
000,000 to half that amount. 

An extension of time wus granted to the 
Manitoba & Southeastern Rallway Company 
till 1809, for the completion of that portion 
of the line from St. Boniface and the par- 
Ish of St. Anne. Mr, Nicoll of Toronto 
appeared on behalf of the Canada Southern 
Ratlway.

mattor to-day and the time wasted docs 
not redound yery much to the credit of 
that hon. gentleman, : 
Ministers evidently did like 
discussion, und several looked very un 
comfortable while they were being roast 
ed by Mr. Davin: ;

More Tariff Uncertainty. 


There is no blinking the fact that the 

streain of tariff delegations to Ottawa, the 
re.diness ofthe Fitance Minister te re- 
ceive them, the confessions of the Min‘sters 
during the budget debate that mistakes 
may have crept into the tariff, the dis- 
astrous effect of tho now duties in certzin 
directions, have created an impression that 
important changes may yet be meie before 
Parliament rises That changes are neces- 
saly, weshould not dream of denying. 
The slamming toof factory doors has a 
disquieting sound. But itis of vital im- 
portance that we have as little further 
ta:"f uncercinty as wecan possibly got 
along with. What we have had, has dis- 
turbed business, checked enterprise and 
see-sawed the public revenue. The 
country ought to know at once what the final 
decision of the Goverament on the new 
tar'f is, and then the tariff should remain 
a fixed quantity for a while. A new 
Government, elected on another policy, 
would have a mandate to disturb it; but 
any Government ought to get through 
meddling with the tariff within a year of 
tho date of the signing of its commission 
by thé people. 
Then the uncertainty as to the scope of 
the preferential clause ought not to last 
any longer than is necessary. It is no 
smal] question whether or not it includes 
German goods. It may of course, be very 
difficult to hurry the solution of the prob- 
lem, but the making of heste will be Ap- 
preciated by the whole Canadian business 
world. There is a generalanxiety to see 
the tariff of this Liberal Government in its 
final form, that the basis of the count. 7's 
trade and industry for the next tew wears— 
be it good or bad—may be fully knowo.—

a king, but Amos, the author of my 
text, was a peasant, and,, as might be 
supposed, nearly all hia parallelisms are 
pastoral, his prophecy full of the ador 
of newsmown hay, and the rattle of 
locusts, and the rumble of carts with 
sheaves,.and the roar of wild beasts 
devouring the flock while the shepherd 
came out In their defense. He watch- 
ed the herds by day and by night, In- 
habited a booth made out of bushes, 
so that throuch these branches he 
could see the starg all night long, and 
was more familiar with them than 
we who have tight roof to our houses 
and hardly ever see the stars except 
among our tall brick chimneys of the 
great towns, But at seasons of the 
year when the herds were in special 
danger, he would stay vut In the open 
field all through thre darkness, his only 
shelter the curtain of the night heay- 
en, with the stellar embroideries and 
silvered tassels of lunar light. 
« What a life of solicude, all alone 
with his herds! Poor Amos! and at 
12 o'clock at night, hark to the wolfs 
bark, and the lion’s roar, and the 
bear's growl and the owl's te-whit, 
te-who, and the eerpent’s hiss as he un- 
wittingly steps too near while moving 
through the thickets! So Amos, I'ke 
the other herdsmen, got the habit of 
studying the map of the heayens be: 
cause {t was eo much of the time 
spread out before him, He notice’ 
some stars advancing and others re’ 
ceding. He associated their dawn with 
certain seasons of the year, He had 
a poetic nature, and he read night by 
night, and month by month, and year 
by year, the poem of the constellations 
diyinely rhythmic. But two rosettes of 
stars especially attracted his attention 
while seated on the ground or lying on 
hts back under the open scroll of the 
midnight heavens—the Plelades, of 
seven stars, and Orion. The formet 
group this rustic prophet associated 
with spring, as it rises about the 1st of 
May. ‘The latter he associated with 
the winter, as It comes to the meridian 
in January... The Plelades, or seven 
stars, connected with a!l sweetness and 
joy; Orlon, the herald of the tem- 
pest. ‘The anclants were the more apt 
to study the physiognomy and juxtapo- 
sition of the heavenly bodies because 
they thought they had a special influ- 
ence upon the carth, and perhaps they 
were right. If the moon every few 
hours lifts and lets down the tides of 
the Atlantic ocean and the electric 
storms in the sun, by all scientific ad- 
mission, affect the earth, why not the 
stars have proportionate effect? 

And there are some things which 
make me think that it may have been 
all euperstition which cennected the 
movements and appearasce of the hea- 
venly bodieswith great 
on earth. Did not a meteor run on 
evangelistic errand on the first Christ 
mas night and desigmate the rough 
cradle of our Lord? D!d not the stara 
in their course fight against Slsera ? 
Was it merely coincidental that befor= 
the detruction of Jerusalem the moon 
was hidden for 12 consecutive nights ? 
Did it merely happen so that a new 
star appeared In constellation Cassio- 
pela, andthen disappeared just befor: 
Charles IX. of .rance, who was re 
sponsible for the St. Bartholomew mas- 
sacre, died? Was tt without signifi- 
cance that In the daye of the Roman 
Emperor Justinfan war and famine 
were preceded by the dimness of the 
sun, which for nearly a year gave no 
more light than the moon, although 
there were no clouds to obscure it ? 

Astrology, after all, may have been 
something more than a brilliant hea- 
thenism. No wonder that Amos of the 
text, having heard these two anthems 
of the stars, put down the stout, rough 
staff of the herdsman and took into 
his brown hand and cut and knotted 
fingers the pen of a prophet and ad- 
vised the recreant people of his time 
to return to God, saying, “Seek. Him 
that maketh the seven stars and 
Orion." This command, which Amos 
gave 785 years B.C., is just as appro- 
printe for us, 1897, A.D. 

In the first place, Amos saw, as we 
must see, that the God who made the 
Pleiades and Orlon must be the God 
of order, It was not so much a star 
here and a star there that impressed 
the Inspired herdsman, but seven In 
one group and seven in the other 
group. He saw that night after night, 
and reason after season and decade af- 
ter decade that they had kept step of 
light, each one in his own plact, a 
sisterhood never clashing and never 
contesting precedence. From the time 
Hesiod called the Plelades the “seven 
daurchters of Atlas” and Virgil wrote 
in his “Aeneid” of “stormy Orion’ un- 
til now. they have obeerved the order 
established for their coming and going; 
order written not In manuscript that 
may be pigeorrholed, but with the hand 
of the Almighty on the dome of the 
sky, so that all nationg may read it— 
order, persistent order, sublime order, 
omnipotent order. 

What a sedative to you and me, to 
whom communities and nations some- 
times seem golng pellmell, and the 
world ruled by some fiend haphazard, 
and in all directions maladmintkstra 
tion! The God who keeps seven worlds 
in right circuit for 6000 years can cer 
tainly keep all the affairs of individu-

als and nations and continents in ad 
jJuatment We had not better fret 
much, for the peasant's argument of 
the text waa right If God can take 
care of the seven worlds of the Ple!- 
ades and the four chief worlds of Orion, 
he can probably take care of the one 
world we inhabit

Again, Amos eaw, 28 We must sce, 
that the God who made these two 
archipelagoes of stars must be am un- 


chang'mg God. There had been no 
change in the stellar appearance in 
this hendsman’s lifetime, and his ‘a- 


ther, a shepherd, reported to him that 
there had been no change in his life- 
time, And these two clusters hang 
over the celestial arbor now just as 
they were the first might that they 
shone on the Edenic boners; the same 
as when the Beyptians built the pyra- 
mids from the top of which to watch 
them; the same as when the Chaldeans 
calculated the eclipses; the same as 
when Elihu, according to the Book of 
Job, went out to study the aurora bo- 
realls, the same under Ptolemaic sys- 
tem and Capernican system; the 
fame from Calisthenes to Pythagoras 
and from Pythagoras to Henschel. 
Surely a changeless God must have 
fashioned the Pleiades and Orion! Oh, 
What an anodyne amid the ups and 
downs of life and the flux and reflux 
of the tides of prosperity to know that 
we have a changeless God. “the same 
yesterday, to-day and forever!”

Again, Amos saw, as we must 823, 
that the God who made these two 
‘beacons of the oriental night sky must 
b: a God of love and kindly warning. 
The Pleiades rising in midsky said to 
ull the herdsmen and shepherds and 
husbandmen, “Come out and enjoy the 
mild weather and cultivate your gar- 


dens and fields.’ Orion, coming in 
winter, warned them to prepare for 
tempest. All navigation was regu- 


lated by these two constellations. The 
one said to shipmaster and orew, 
“Holst sall for the sea and gather mer- 
chandist from other lands.” But Orlon 
was the storm signal and said, “Reef 
sail, make things snug or put into har- 
\bor for the hurricanes are getting their 
wings out.” As the Pleiades were the 
sweet evangels of the spring, Orion 
was the warning prophet of the winter, 

Oh, now I get the best view of God 
I ever had! There are two sermons 1 
never want to preach—the one that 
presents God so kind, Bo indulgent, s0 
lemlent, so imbecile that men may do 
what they will against Him, and frac- 
ture Hie every law, and put the pry 
of thelr tmpertinence and rebellion 
under His throne, and while they are 
spitting in Hia face and stabbing at 
His heart He takes them up in His 
arms and kisees thelr infuriated brow 
and cheok, saying, “Of such Ie the 
kingdom of heaven.” The other kind 
of sermon I never want to preach is 
the one that represents God as all 
afire and torture and thunder-cloud, 
and avith redhot pitchfork tossing the 
human race into paroxysms of infinite 
agony.

Do not let 
be so sad about those who shove off 
from this world under Christly pilot 
age. Do not let us be so agitated 
about our own going off this Ilttle 
barge or sloop or canal boat ofa world 
to get on some Great Fastern of the 
heavens. Do not let us persist in 
wanting to etay in this barn, this shed, 
this outhouse of a world, when all the 
King’s palaces, already occupied by 
many of our best friends, are swinging 
wide open their gates to let us In. 


When I read: “In My [Father’s 
House are many mansions,”’ I do not 
know but that each world Is a room, 
and aS many rooms as ‘there are 


worlds, stellar stairs, stellar galleries, 
stellar hallways, stellar windows, ste!- 
lar domes. How our departed friends 
must pity us shut up In these cramped 
apartments, tired if we walk 15 miles, 
when they, some morning. by cne 
stroke of wing. can make circuls of the 
whole stellar system and be ck In 
time for matins!

How it 
consoles us about our plous dead, that. 
instead of being boxed up and under 
the ground, have the range of as 
many rooms as there are worlds and 
welcome everywhere, for it Is the 
Father's house, in which there are 
many mansions! O Lord God of the 
seven stars and Orton, how can I en- 
dure the transport, the ecstacy, of such 
a vision? I will seek Him, TI seek 
Him now, for I call to mind that it Is 
not the material universe that is most 
valuable, but the spiritual, and that 
each of us has a soul worth more than 
all the worlds which the inspired herds- 
man saw from his booth on the hills 
of Tekoa, . 

I had studied it before, but the ca- 
thedral of Cologne, Germany, never im- 
pressed me as it did one summer, It 
is admittedly the grandest Gothic 
structure in the world, its foundation 
laid in 1248, only a few years ago com 
pleted.

And tears 
of deep emotion came into my eyes, as 
I said to myself, “There is “a soul 
worth all the material surroundings. 
That man will live after the last pin- 
nacle has fallen, and not one stone of 
all that cathedral glory shall remain 
unerumbled. He is now a Lazarus in 
rags and poverty and wearlness, but 
Immortal, and a son of the Lord God 


Almighty. And the prayer he now 
offers, though amid many superstl- 
tiong, I belleve God will hear, and 


among the apostles whose sculptured 
forms stand In the surrounding niches 
he will at last be lfted and into the 
presence of that Christ whose suffer 
ings mre represented by the crulcifix 
before which he bows, and be mailsed 
In due time out of all his poverties In- 
to the glorious home built for him and 
bullt for us by ‘Him who maketh the 
seven stars and Orion.’”

With great delicacy, none of the gen- 
tlemen who attended the court of Cath- 
erine of Russia presumed to appear in 
the imperial presence with more than 
a mere suggestion of a one-day hairy 
srowth on the upper lp. 

The cavalier wore his hair long, an‘ 
a gracefully drooping mustache and 
painted whisker made his picture com- 
plete. Cromwell's sturdy a ts 
had their hair and beard closely crop- 
ped in defiance, and were called 
“roundheads.”” 

Engtish Hterature has preserved the 
manners and the costumes of the peo- 
ple ever since the days of printing, and 
an interesting book has just found Its 
way into the libraries that reproduces 
me whiskered htstory of the tight little 
isle. 

A contemplation of the remarkable 
cut of the “pointers” of Henry IV. will 
show thetr resemblance to the ancient 
lyre. It was the court jester who con- 
ceived the idea of the wind playing up- 
on the whiskers. 

The ‘ripple’ beard of the vintage of 
1563 Is rarely seen in theme days. It 
Was not worn by a Circassian but by 
John Bale, a theologian,, whose writ- 
ings have not survived him. 

John Knox, who lived in Clifford's 
day, ran to whiskers of a length popu- 
larly called ‘to-day “‘deacon’s whiskers.” 

Piety has ever run to whiskers, and 
_the “theologian's beard of 1605" depict- 
ed is that of Theodore Beya. John 
Tox, quaintly described as a “marityro- 
logist,"’ died in 1587 with his luxuriant 
whiskers. divided at the chin. Z 

The so-called Titian whiskers, also 
used by Correggio to the depiction of 
saints and holy men, were best devel- 
oped on Morus, a theologian who went 
to his reward in 1592. 

Peter Martyr, a reformer, who diced 
in 1562, had a style of beard that Is 
hard to imitate, and could only be 
maintained by a man with a heavy hir- 
sute growth, in the frequent hands of 
an expert barber. . 

The cheek whiskers of 1645, a hideous 
style, was given to Europe by Candes, 
the Prime Minister of Philip IV. The 
style died with Candés, and has never 
been revived, except by comic opera 
comedians, 

John Calvin wore the spiral beard of 
1564. He did the best he could in the 
whisker line, The tw whiskers of 
1654 are reproduced as the regulation 
chin dressing of the King’s arque- 
busiers of that day.

To the Editor of the INTELLIGENCER. 
BELLEVILLE, May 14th, 1897. 

My Dear Sir,—At a recent meeting of 
the City Council a letter was read from Mr, 
Sills offering his property on Dundas +treet 
to the city for the opentng of George street 
to Maria street. Now, sir,this fs something 
to which the Council should give its serious 
attention at once. For several years past 
thejdifferent Couucils haye promised to open 
up this street and the Council of 1895 voted 
$600 for this purpose on the condition that 
the citizens interested should make up the 
necessaiy amount by subscription. This 
the residents,among whom were Mr. Haisy 
Corby, M. P., Mr. Parker, Mr, John Forin, 
Mr, Francis Wallbridge and Mr. Sullivan 
did, but unfortunately satisfactory arrange- 
ments could not be made with the late Mr, 
Henderson. However, there is no reason 
now why this street should not be opened 
immediately, and if the present members 
for Foster Ward do not wake up and do 
something for their clectors, they will find 
themselves at the rear end of the polls next 
election duy. 

George st. is one of tho best residential 
strects ithe clty and many new timprove- 
ments are being don*‘o it at the present 
time by Messrs. Corby, Biggar and Ling- 
haw, while the residents of Maria st. are 
spending all their earnings on their houses 
oo that street, and it seems a pity that 
those people should be deprived of a right 
of way through George street. In the 
Winter tine thoxe people have to go down 
to Wharf street and up John street 
before they can reach George street, while 
In summer they use the resident's property 
on Duhdas street at th» toot ot George for a 
regalac public thoroughfare, ana thus 
destroy the property by pulling down the 
fences, tearing down the outbuildings and 
tramping down the f uitgardens. Asa re 
sult the property ts very mach depreciated 
in value, while if George street were opened 
up the property would go up and thus be a 
source of ndditional revenue to the City by 
the increased taxes, A short time ago the 
City opened up Burnham street, which Is 
not at all as important oras public a thor- 
oughfare as George and Marin sts, and 
Surely the residents of those streets de- 
Serve as fair treatmont by the City as those 
of Burnham.

THREE VERE DEROWNED. 





A Little Plensire btleatuer Drifted Over s 
Dam in the schuyihiil River 
nnd Capsized.

ally to induc a modification of these 
terms, but it is foreseen that thia will 
be very dificult owing to the attitude 


of the powerful Old Turk war party. 

If the Porte should prove obdurate a 
European conference is not improbable, 
although at present Russia is opposed 
to such a step. It is regarded as quite 
certain that the powers will not con- 
sent to a retrocession of Thessaly. Even 
Germany is believed to ve resolute on 
this point, because it would involve @ 
Violation of the Berlin treaty and im- 
peril the peace of the Balkans. 

Altogether the reply of the Porte bas 
caused the greatest surprise. It ap- 
pears that during the discussion of the 
note from the powers by the council of 
the Sultan's Ministers news reached the 
Council that 8000 Grecks had landed 
at Palona and were marching to Janina 
with the intention of co-operating with 
other forces from Arta, ‘This created 
a bad impression among the Ministers, 

The Council of Ministers met again 
to-day, and the Sultan bas ordered a 
distribution of troops at yarious points 
along the Salonica railway. 

Official despatches have been reccived 
from the commandant at Janina; who 
says that a division of the Gréek forces 
approaching the town at a narrow 
gorge from the direction of Gremenitza, 
charged the Heights of Griboro and 
Kokonaria, but suffered heavily, losing 
200 killed, while on the other side the 
Greeks were driven back upon Pasken- 
pru (Paraskevi). The commandant also 
states that fighting has occurred at 
Kumuzades. No further details are 
given exer that all these battles lasted 
until evening, and that the Imperial 
troops retained their position, with the 

robubility that the Greeks will be re- 

iforced and the fighting renewed on 
the morrow. No statement is made as 
to the Turkish losses. 

The Turkish commander at Luros 
telegraphs under yesterday's date as fol- 
lows: he outcome of a desperate bat- 
tle, lasting two days, against a force of 
15,000 Grecks, is that the latter have 
abandoned the positions of the heights 
they had previously captured, and have 
withdrawn to the olive groves at Gre- 
menitza. 








THE BAISEL AND THE CZAR 





May Come to Regret That They Have Back- 
ed the Wily Sultan. 


New York, May 16.—Commenting ou 
the Greco-lurkish war, Mr, Tord in his 
London letter ‘to Lhe Lribune to-day 
suys: Signs are not wanting that the 
two Dmperors who ure mainly responsible 
for the Lurks’ militury triumph will now 
find themselves embarrassed by his vast 
increase of prestige. The Czar and his 
advisers have been acting on the theory 
thut Russia must have no petty rivals 
when the Ottoman Empire breaks up, 
and consequently have allowed Greece 
to be crushed, but they now perceive 
that the Sultan, instead of being depen- 
dent upon Russian protection, is now dis- 
posed to act for himself, and may prove 
unmansgeable when Hurope attempts to 
intervene on behalf of the Greeks. ‘The 
downfall vf the Ottoman Empire has 
been deferred indefinitely by the reviy:l 
of the Turkish military power, and thut 
is not & result over which Russia cin 
rejoice, especially when the Sultan has 
humilinted a royal house closely filled 
with the Imperial family, and has van- 
quished a race professing the orthodox 
faith of which he is the champion. 

The German Emperor, while he haa 
humiliated his sister, the Crown Prin- 
cess of Greece, with whom he had quir- 
relled, and while he has been on the 
winning side ns a friend and ally of 
the Sultan, is now conscious of the fact 
that the financial losses of the cumpaign 
will fall mainly upon the Fatherlauid. 
The bulk of the Greek debt is held in 
Germany, and with the Sultan bent 
pon obtaining a heavy indemnity, with 
the Greek fleet as security for it, the 
repudiation of its financial obligations 
by the bankrupt ‘kingdom is Inevitable. 
The two Emperors have'dragged the Bu- 
ropean powers behind them in a can- 
paign of diplomacy almost as farcical as 
the burlesque military campaign of the 
Greeks, and in the end the Sultan alone 
is master of the revels. Meanwhile 
is Irritated by evidence that 
value of her own allegiance with 
Russia has greatly diminished,

Six-dollar ore would 
produce $3,500 a month at a working cost 
of less than $1,000. It might take a year 
or two to be recouped for the capital in- 
vested, but the returns would soon bo 
large in actual profits, If an allowance of 
$10,090 or $15,009 be made for unforseen 
contingencies, thus bringing the working 
capital up to $25,000 or $30,000, it be- 
comes difficult to undorstend the anxioty 
of experts from other fields to raise so 
much money, except upon the ground that 
they are mistaken. 

If this expenditure be amplo, and it 
appears to be so in the oyes of prac- 
tical mining men, there seoms to be 
io reason why we should not be able 
to raiso all our own capital, instead of 
having to seek for it outside. Promoters 
who are ablo to satisfy small investora that 
they have a fair chance to receive reason- 
sble returns for the investment of their 
savings should not exporience serious diffi- 
culty in securing money. The investment 
of additional money will necessarily dopend 
upon the profits accruing to the first in- 
yestors. Thisin turn must be goveraed 
very largely indeed by a just conception of 
the relative importance of the property 
itsolf and the money necessary to its 
development. Taking $25,000 as a basis 
of working capital required, and the rate 
of profit at $1,000 a month after the first 
year, itis plain that development of our 
resources by Canadian capital will de- 
pend upon the proportion of this pro- 
fit paid to the people who have sub- 
scribed the $25,000. ue they receive three- 
f urths of the earnings, say $9,000 a year, 
the prospects will be good; if one-half, 
perhaps the outlook will still be good ; if 
one-fourth or one-fifeh, or less it would 
secin that since so little is known of the 
probability of rich 1o-uras, it will bs hard 
to interest inyestors in the first instance 
and harder yet on the latter occasions.

But we Cannot Wait. 


Mr. A, J. Balfour talks of one hundred 
aud twenty yeary as the probable span of 
of life after the doctors understand how to 
fight disease somewhat better than they 
do now.

THE PREPE ETAL CLAUSE: 


A Goo Deal of Spe sulation as to Whether 
the Home Gevernment Will 
Accopt tt. 


Ottawa, May 19,—(Special.)}—There is 
much speculation in political circles as 
to the view which the Home Govern- 
ment will take as to the right of the 
Canadian Parliament to pass resolution 
15 of the tariff, which is generally 
known as the preferential clause, Ip 
some quarters it is stated that the Gov: 
ernment is now adopting a waiting po} 
icy, the intention being to delay busi- 
ness until such time as the Premier can 
teach Bngland and confer with the 
Colonial Secretary. I am in a position 
to state positively that there is nothing 
in this report. It is understood that 
communications are passing between the 
Dominion Government and the home un- 
thorities in reference to the effect of 
the preferential clause on Great Bri- 
tuln’s treaty obligations, and an inti- 
mation may be expected any day us to 
Whether or not a proviso shall be enm- 
bodied in the tariff bill referring the 
preferential clause to the Home Goyern- 
ment for an authoritative decision. 

Meanwhile Mr. Maclean has a ques 
tion on the order paper for Friday, which 
may elicit a statement of the Govern- 
ments position, It is as follows: In 
dratting tariff resolution No. 15, now 
before the House, did the Government 
consider how its operation might be 
uffected by the following clauses’ of Lord 
Ripon’s despatch of June 20, 1895: 

34. While, however, Parliament has 
thus removed all legislative restrictions in 
the colonies, so far as legislation is con- 
cerned, it will be necessary, in order 
that Her Majesty’s Government may 
be in a position to give effiect to their 
responsibility for the international obli- 
gations of the Empire, and for the pro- 
tection of its general interests, that uny 
bill passed by a colonial Legislature, pro- 
viding for the imposition of differential 
dutics, should be reserved for the sig- 
nification of Her Majesty's pleasure, 80 
as to allow full opportunity for its con- 
sideration from these points of view, 

35. For this reason, and in order to 
prevent inconyenience, it will’ be desir- 
able, if such duties are included in a 
general tariff bill. that a proviso shonld 
be added that they are not to come 
into foree until Her Majesty's pleasure 
has been signified. 

(2) Is it the intention of the Govern- 
ment to attach a proviso io the tan 
bill that Resolution 15 is not to go iuto 
force until Her Majesty’s pleasure has 
been signified thereto. If not, why not. 

It is said the Government -contends 
that the preferential clause does “not 
offer differential duties in fivor of the 
United Iingdom. That clinse applies 
to all countries complying with the con- 
ditions contain © t. ‘The opinion of 
nearly all constitutional lawyers on both 
sides of the House ig, that Great Mrit- 
nin must eyentually decline to sailow 
Canada to adopt the prema cutial elise. 
A despatch will probably eome, after 
the Jubilee fetes nre over. o\pressing 
on behalf ot the Imperial Government, 
its appreciation of Canada's generous 
offer, but respectfully* declining it.

chinery. 
The Canadian Miner. 

That there should be nota few in rome 
of our mining regions who approve ot the 
admission of foreign mining machinery free 
of duty is what we would expect. Much of 
the British Columbia gold mining is 
done by Americans, and naturally Ameri- 
cans will deal, in the absence of a 
duty against American machinery, with 
felluw countrymen with whom they 
have been maintaining relatioas. That 
there should bo Canadians who approve 
of the regulation is also natural. Watil 
recently little machinery specially used in 
mines has been mide in Canada, and 
American machinery is commonly known 
to mining men, But now that we are pro 
ducing much of the machinery here, and 
likely before long to make almost all kinds 
in the abundance which gold fields as great 
as, if not greater than those of the United 
States must demand, we have every reason 
to hope that our machinery will be as good 
and as cheap as any purchased in the 
United States. Under tee circumstances 
itseems eminently unwise to give our 
machinery men # set-back that may result 
in handling over the supply of miniug ma- 
chinery into American hands, with the like- 
ly enough result that the killing out of bud- 
ding Canadian factories will be followed by 
an advance in prices. Kastern Canada pays 
much for the development of tho West; the 
West should have some regard for the in- 
dustries of the Kast. No feature in the 
fiscal policy of the country bas me» with 
more gonoral approval than the old distine- 
tion in the tariff between froe admission of 
machinery not made ia Canada, and a duty 
on machinery such as Canada herself fur- 
nishes. There is no serious call for abolish- 
ing this distinction, and we hope the 
Government will reconsider the bearing of 
the new tariff in this regard.

In Bavarian the Ruler Bathecs the Feet of 
Twolve Beggars a Your. 


In Bavaria royalty is forced by a 
custom centuries old to perform a ser 
vice which can be but obnoxious to it4 
fastidious habits. Luitpoid, the prince 
regent, on Holy Thursday must wasa 
the feet of twelve beggars in the pre- 
sence of the multitude. This ceremony 
is symbolical of the mightiness of 
Christ over kings and all men, and has 


been performed each year by some 
member of the reigning Bavarian 


family since the twelfth century, 

The ceremony takes place in the pal- 
aco grdunds, and is witnessed by all 
the people who have influence enough 
to obtain Invitations from the palace, 
and as the function ts largely a public 
one, the number of spectators runs 
well into the hundreds. 

The twelve oldest and poorest men 
in Bavaria are selected weeks in ad- 
vance for the part they are to play in 
the ceremony. They are costumed In 
long gowns, In representation of the 
twelve aposties, They are ranged In a 
semi-circle, and near by stand a group 
of monks The feet of the twelve 
mendicants are bared, and, beginning 
with the oldest and neediest, the prince 
gets down on his knees and bathes the 
extended foot In holy water from 4& 
allver bowl. Then he dries the feet on

motion. This beats the record of the 
Queen's Own and was the fastest time 
ever made by a regiment in Ontario. 

The run to Kingston was made quickly 
and without accident, and lunch 
provided by the officors the men were soon 
comfortably quartered in Ontario Hall. 

On Sunday morning all the militia, in- 
cluding the 13th, 14th and 16th and “A” 
Battery attended divine service at St. 
George's Cathedral, and the afternoon was 
given up to sight-seeing. The visitors 
were shown about the city by the mom- 
bers of the 14th and all the points of in- 
terest visited. 

Yesterday morning the 15th took part 
in the greatest military procession ever 
held in this district. The visiting and 
local military, with the veterans, made a 
brilliant spectacle, and an immense crowd 
of spectators watched the pageant as it 
proceeded through the principal streets to 
the agricultural grounds, where the 
**march past” was held. The ground on 
which this movement was given was very 
muddy, and when it came to the 15dth’s 
turn the Bicycle Corps shouldered their 
wheels and marched through in gallant 
style. They received a well-merited 
ovation from the spectators, who also had 
in mind their ride from this city to Kings- 
ton on Saturday afternoon. 

Yesterday afternoon and evening was 
given up to pleasure, and the boys in red 
formed many frieudships which will not 
soon be brokea, The local men wete very 
orderly and the officers had not the slight- 
est cause for complaint, except in one in-

BRITISHER CHASED BY A SPANIARD. 


A Prult Veasel Whiel Was too Fleet for 
Her Parsucr Was Pircad at 
Several Tithes, 

Philadelphia, May 24.—After being 
twice chased by Spanish gunboats and 
passing unscathed through o storm of 
shot, which splashed in the wate 
across the yessel’s bows, the British 
fruit steamer Dthelred arrived here last 
night after a tive days’ run from Port 
Antonio, Jamaica, When the Wtholred 
left here May 13; it was the litention 
of Capt. John D, Hart to accompany 
her, but he was arrested as he was 
about to go aboard. His invalid daugh- 
ter was & passenger, It is supposed that 
ogents of the Spanish Government ho- 
titled the Spanish avthorities at Ha- 
vyanu that Hart would be on the vessel. 

The first encounter with the Spanish 
cruisers occurred off Cape Mays, on the 
trip down, Just after dusk on May 16 
a gunboat without lights shot out from 
under the Maysi Cape, and, crowding 
on all steam, steamed directly for the 
fruit vessel, After steaming for an hour 
Without gaining an joch, the gunbout 
turned a searchlight on the other yvea- 
sel, All steam was crowded on the 
Ethelred, when a clowd of smoke belch- 
ed from the cruiser’s side and a second 
later a solid shot hit the water a halt 
mile ahead of her bows. Then cue a 
second and third shot, each nearer than 
the others, 

Capt. Isracl kept on hfs course and, 


after another hour's hot chase, the 
Spaniard dropped from the race, ‘The 
second chase happened last Thursday 


‘afternoon in almost the exact spot where 
the first attempt to hold the vessel up 
occurred, Just as the Ethelred round- 
ed Cape Maysi an immense Spanish gu 
boat of the newest type started ont 
from under the cape, and gave chase to 
the Ethelred. For five hours the chase 
was kept up, enlivened now and then 
by a solid shot throwing up a small 
sheet of spray just ahead of the switt 
vessel's bows. Iinally another ship was 
sighted and the gunboat sheered off and 
gave chase to the newly discovered 
steamer.

A FEMALE FARM COLONY. 


How Lady Henry Somerset Is Doveloplig 
u Class of New Women, 


Lady Henry Somerset js engaged mn 
developing a class of new women, 
who are likely to have a murked ef- 
fect on the part of the world In which 
they reside. This fact Is clearly de- 
monstrated by the report of what has 
been accomplished during the first year 
of the Industrial Farm Colony at Dux- 
hurst, England, the only colony of the 
sort in the world; the only farm col- 
ony which Is ruled by a woman and 
populated by her own sex. 

The ceuse for the inception of the 
project was th prevalence of inebricty 
among the women of England located 
in the cities who belonged to the work- 
ing class. Lady Henry, as the chief of 
the temperance movement In Pngland, 
thought out a wey in which the women 
who had succumbed, not only to the 
influence of drink, but who had faten 
to the lowest depths, might be saved 
from themselves. 

The plan was the Industrial Farm 
Colony, There were croakers in plenty, 
who prophesied all sorts of evil and 
the direst of failures. They have prov- 
ed false prophets, as is demonstrated 
by Lady Henry Somerset's statement 
concerning the work of the Institution. 

“It is encouraging to believe that we. 
at any rate, are feeling our wey toward 
a solution of the difficulty that has 
perplexed us sorely—how to deal with 
our drunken women. We have hither- 
to relied on penal treatment; now we 
fire beginning to see that we need edu- 
cational methods. The prison has fail- 
ed as a detorrant to the habitual 
drunkard, but we believe that the hos- 
pital will succeed, and it Is essentially 
on the lines of a hospital that we have 
opened our work. Our medicine Is 
fresh air and hard work, kindness, 
sympathy, and, above all, the atmos- 
phere of home. We have found that 
the outdoor employments in which 
most of our patients are engaged have 
a serjously exhilarating effect, both 
mentally and physically. and the trim 
houses, neat gardens and well grown 
frult and flower * "ys to the power 
of women to carry out thelr work with 
@ large measure of success. 

“Iwas speaking a fey days ago to 
the medical man who visils us periodic- 
ally, and he told me that he could not 
have believed that such cood physical 
results*could have attended the treat- 
ment given to the patios at Dux- 
hurst. He had secn women nvhose 
health seemed to be permanently im- 
paired entirely recuperated within a. 
few weeks, andnew health and vigor 
restored to them. : 

At first no woman is allowed to leave 
the premises under any pretext. She 
is practicaHy a prisoner on the farm. 
But after some months’ sojourn, If no 
fault has been found, and no rules 
broken she Is allowed to become what 
we call a trust patient, and she ts 
free to go out walking ‘by permission, 
is sent to do errands, and js given a 
certain amount of liberty. In only two 
cases has this teust been broken. 

“The great difficulty hitherto at- 
tending this reform work has _ been 
that when women am dismiseed from 
to bring with ft also the first struggle 
‘homes,’ the first day of freedom seems 
against temptation; out I have a 
strong conviction that this course Is a 
mistake, and that the moral nature of 
the woman should be strengthened by 
degrees, in order that she may be pre-

~giving them cheaper raw materials, In 
conformity with that view we haye pro- 
vided that the cloths used for the mak- 
ing of umbrellas, parasols, neckties, and 
so forth, and to be cut into shape for 
stich purposes in bond, shall be Auitable 
at 20 per cent. We make a similar pro- 
posal im regard to the shirt trade. We 
propose that cotton fabrics, fronting 
linens, interlinings and flannel! shirtings, 
when imported for use by the manufac- 
turers and to be cut into shape for such 
purposes in bond under proper regula~ 
tions, shall be dutiable at 15 per cent. 
This is a concession to the manufactur- 
ors of shirts, collars, cnffs, blouses, sbirt 
waists and things of that sort. 

In item 24 we reduce the duty on 
soap powders and pearlinc from 85 to 
80 per cent. 


Books 


On the item of books, it will be remem- 
bered that the old duty was a specific 
duty of six cents a pound. In some 
cases that seemed to bear harshly, and 
we changed it to an ad yalorem duty of 
20 per cent. I do not think that, “p- 
plied generally, that is high rate, but 
on a certain good class of books it did 
bear heavily, and we thought we might 
reconsider it, The conclusion we have 
reached is to place paper-covered an 
unbound books, those of a very cheap 
charicter, and not as a rule the best 
kind of literature, at 20 per cent. These 
we say shall not inchide Christmas an- 
nuals, juvenile books, and toy books, 
which are cheap and which come in in 
large vena In the Christmas seu- 
son. These wil come in at the lower 
rite. On novels and books of similar 
character, the rate will be 20 per cent. 
and on books other than these the rate 
will be 10 per cent. 

Beoks jor Celleges 


We pronase that the concession hith- 
erto given to colleges and universities 
with regard to the free admission of 
books, not printed in Canada, which ire 
on the cula of the universities, for 
the use of the students, shall continuc 
with the omission of the words, “for the 
use of students.” Practically very few 
of these books are used by others than 
students and for the little revenue ob- 
tained we think it is not worth while to 
retain this distinction. 

Mr. Foster: It is practically no differ- 
ence. - 
Fer Public Librarics 

The Minister of Finance: Not very 
much. Then, we have enlarged the 
scope of the item with reference to li 
braries, in which we thought there were 
certain libraries not included. While 
keeping In view the intention of the ol! 
tarift i that” respect we make the itee 
tend: “(Books specially imported for the 
bond fide use of incorporated mechanics’ 
IMetitites, public libraries, libraries of 
tutiversities, colleges and schools, or for | 
the library of any incorporated medical, | 
law, literary, scientific or art association | 
or society, and being the property of the 
organized authorities of such library, 
aud not jn any case the property of indi- 
viduals, the whole under reguintions to 
be made by the Controller of Customs. 
We putin a proviso, which we think will 
convenience the book trade of the coun- 
try, It is said that every bookstore is 
& centre of education, and we do not 
wish to do anything to inconvenience the 





book trade, 
They have heretofore not been able to 
sell books as freely as perhaps they 
should have sold them to the uniyersi- 
ties, in consequence of the privilese be- 
mg granted to the universities and not 
to the book trade. We propose in the 
case of the libraries, where the privl- 
lege .is allowed the bookseller of im | 
porting the books and paying the duty 
in the usual way, on proper evidence 
being furnished that he has sold them 
to a library that might have imported 
them free, he would be entitled to 2 
refund of the duty. He will thus be 
enabled to continue to do business with | 
the library. I think the change is one | 
which will be of gweat advantage td the | 
book trade,

Where Prison Labor Comes In 

The Minister of Finance: We reduce 
the duty on the billets, but not on the 
pis iron, ‘There is an increase in the 
jounty on steel billets over the bounty 
under the former administration, but no 
other change in that respect now. 

There is a prohibition in the act in 
respect to prigon labor, It is found that 
in some cases people make articles of u 
similar character and mix them up with 
articles made by prison labor, so that 
it is extremely diMicult for the customs 
futhorities to draw the linc. We have 
amended the item so as to coyer such 
cases. The item reads as follows: 


Goods munufactured or produced 
wholly or in part by prison labor, or 
which have been made within. or in 
connection with any prison, jail, or 
penitentiary; also goods similar in 
character to those produced in such 
institutions, when sold or offered for 
sile by any person, firm or corpora 
tion having a contract for the mann- 
facture of such articles in such insti- 
tutions, or by any agent of such per- 
son, firm or corporation, or when 
such goods were originally purchased 
from or transferred by any such con- 
tractor. 

In other words, where a person is in u 
business selling certain articles which 
are the product of prison labor, and he 
offers other things of a like character, 
which he says are not the product of 
prison labor, and it is diMeult to a&raw 
the line between them, the law is to be 
made so as to exclude all the goods of 
the character offered by the person en- 
gkuged in that business. 

Mr, Wood (Hamilton): “There is a 
large quantity of that class of zoods in 


the country. Hlow does the Misjster 
propose to deal with them?” 

The Minister of Finance: If the hon- 
orable gentleman will bring such cases 
to the notice of the Controller of Cus- 
toms I have no doubt the matter will 
be dealt with, 

The Copyright Law Untonehed 


In regard to the item of books, we in- 
rted in the list of prohibited books, re- 
prints of British copyrights, that brings 
up the somewhat difficult question of the 
copyright law.

trade tariff and the country would re- 
vert to the same condition of affairs as 
existed from 3874 to 1878. Industries 
would be paralyzed and there would be 
general depression, We asked why Mr. 
Laurier had not carried ont hia pledge 
to send commissioners to Bogland to ne- 
kotiate preferential trade with the 
Mother Country. If he had done that, 
the movement, which had now possibly 
been dealt a fatal blow by the Govern- 
ment, would have recelved a great im- 
petus. The honorable gentleman had 
led the House to believe that this was a 
pro-British tariff and was an  nanti- 
American one. On the contrary, it wus 
now found that this was a pro-Ameri- 
ean tariff. The abolition of duty on 
corn wonld have a most injnrious effect 
on the farmers of Canada. Then the 
duties on wheat and flour had been also 
reduced, which would further affect our 
farmers and injure the milling indus- 
try to the advantage of American farm- 
era nnd millers. 

The reduction of the duties on fron 
wonld help the American iron masters 
to the ininry of our own manufacturers, 

An Amendment Moveil 

He proposed to embody the views he 
had enunciated in the following amend- 
ment: 

That im the opinion of this House 
the reduction by 25 per cent, of the 
duties upon all imports except wine, 
malt liquors, spirits, spirituous li- 
quors, liquid medicines und articles 
containing alcohol, sugar, wolasses 
aud syrups of all kinds, the produet 
of the sugar cane or beet root;

That this House is of opinion that 
the Government of Canaln should 
cause Her Majesty’s Government to 
be advised that so soon as the dif- 
ficulties in the way are, removed, 
the Parliament of Canada is ready 


to enter into a preferential trade 
Orruugement with Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

That this House cannot consent 


that any arrangement made by the 

Government of Canada with any 

country involving seridns considera- 

tions of tariff and revenue should 

become operative withont the sanc- 

tion and ratification of Parlinment. 
Mr Davies Druscs a Backdown 


Mr. Davies denied that the changes 
announced today indicated a backdown 
on the part of the Goyernment, ‘The 
Government adhered to itx. view that 
Belgian and German treaties did not 
apply to Canada, Sir Charles stood 
nulone in his view that the resolotions 
were unconstitutional In his (Mr. 
Davies’), opinion the treaties did not 
apply. In the first place there was ho 
legislation giving them effect. As Cuan- 
ada had the constitutional power to 
make her own tariff regulations German 
and Belgian treaties did not apply with- 
out special legislation, This, he claimed, 
the Duke of New- 


Continuing, he contended that the pre- 
fereutial resolution did not conflict with 
the existing treaties. Germany and 
Belgiom could avail themselves of the 
offer if they complied with the condi- 
tions of the clause. Im conclusion, he 
claimed that the Government at one 
stroke had accomplished that which Sir 
Charles Tupper had been struggling to 
attain for years.

TRENTON’S BIG CASE, 





The Town Corporation Fights with the Local 
Court of 
Appeal in Toronto. 

About half the Town of Trenton was in 
the Court of Appeal at Toronto yesterday. 
The argument is between the Town and 
the ‘Trenton LKlectric Co. as to 
whether the Company has the right to 
supply other municipalities with its surplus 
power, 

The Company, it soems, had arranged to 
supply Belleville with Electric power, and 
had wires strung and poles erected to this 
city, but the towns people of Trenton held 
this to be a violation of the Company's con- 
tract to supply the Town of Trenton only, 
and accordingly gob their little hatchets 
and chopped the poles *dgwa. 

The Company is now suing tho Town for 
damages, but the chief argument is whether 
the Town can interfere with the Company 
in disposing of its surplus power. 8S. H.

Pocatello, Idaho, May 27.—A head-end 
collision between a freight and a pas- 
senger train at American Malls, 25 miles 
weat of here, ut 4.30 o'clock, caused the 
denth, so far as known, of nine men 
aud the serious injury of eight others. 
Two of the latter will die. This is the 
worst wreck that has ever occurred on 
the Short Line in many years, ‘The 
westbound passenger train was waiting 
for the freight at American Falls. stand- 
ing in front of the station building, ‘The 
freight coming east ran away on the 
hill west of the Falls.

In the annual report of Dopartment of

Since its inception in 
1892 the Department has paid over $2,- 
000,000 in bounties.

There are said to be only 
three persons living who know the secret 
of its make, and, though the process bas 
never been legally protected, and all the 
world is free to imitate the extremely 
thin but thoroughly opaque and wonder- 
fully strong and durable paper of the 
best Oxford Bibles if they only knew 
how, all the world has hitherto quite 
failed to do so, 

It is thin as tissue, put perfectly 
opaque, and so strong that a strip of it 
three inches wide bas proved to be able 
of sustaining a quarter of a hunired- 
weight. Over 160 works and editions 
are now printed on this paper. This spe- 
cial advantage has ver ntrely helped

right. ‘The accounts were correct as fudit- 

ed by Messrs. Stephens and Macklin, but 

after the written report had been verified 
the secretary had changed the figares for 
the printed report, inflating the securities 
_ by about $09,000, soas to keep the socictr, 
which was insolvent, running, in order that 
he could continue to draw his salary of $1,- 
000 as its secretary and manager, 

Hore we find exemplified the features 
apt to exist in such societies, and of which 
_ wehave more than once given warning. 

The secretary estimated the assets far bo- 

yond their actual value; misrepresented 
the mortgages, and when asked by the 

‘auditor to produce them, ‘‘put him off 

from time to time,” 20 that he did not 

actually see them. Worse than this, the 
secretary *‘changed the figures for thu 
printed report, intlating the securities by 
about $69,000, so as to keep the society 

(which was insolvent) running in ordev 

that he might draw his salary.” The 

president admitted that shares had beeu 

allowed to mature when the business o! 

the society did not warrant it, and the de- 

posits of shareholders had been used to 
pay off the stock as it matured.

The latter, of course, is the principal 
feature, It is dated in March last an: 
figned by Sir Richard Cartwright and 
William Peterson, The company by this 
lustrument undertake to provide a fleet 
of four steamships of not less than 10,- 
O00 tons gross, und of a speed of 21 
knots per hour, They are to haye a ca- 
pacity for 1500 to 2000 tons of freight. 
‘There is also to be provided cold stor- 
age capacity for 500 tons of freight on 
each yessel, while the passenger accom- 
inodation is to be for at least 300 firat, 
200 second and S00 steerage. As to the 
latter, it is stipulated that they shall be 
carried for $15 per head. 

The steamers are to be constructed 
under Admiralty supervision, and to be 
up to the standard of the best oceun 
vessels afloat, say the Lucania and Cam- 
pania of the Cunurd Line, They are to 
be not less than 526 feet long, with a 
draught of 26 feet 6 inches, which is 
the navigable deptli of the St. Lawrence 
channel, for the steamers are to run to 
Quebec nnd on to Montreal in summer. 


Their winter port is to be either Hali-- 


fax or St. john, at the option of the 
contractors, the agreement being that 
the company shall declare which of the 
ports it will run to before the date of 
the commencement of the service, name- 
ly before the Bist of May, 1809. But on 
that date the service will be commenced 
with the two stenmers, the remaining 
byvo not to be put on the route until May 
1900, when the service will be weekly. 

Tor the first year the steamers will 
perform a fortnightly service only, and 
during that time shall receive but half 
the stipulated subsidy of £154,500 sterl- 
ing annually, Of thia sum Canada wil 
provide £108,000 sterling and the Im- 
perial Government £51,500, Besides the 
steamships, whieh will be capable of 
conversion into cruisers in time of war, 
the company is to provide a fust tender

Lronanp vs. Crry or Bettevitie.—Tho 
plainei? is owner und occupant of lot 
number oloven, on the south west cornor 
of Ponton aud Moire streets, in the Oity 
of Belleville. 

Tho defendants have appropriated and 
graded all streets Inid out to the south and 
wost of the plaintifls property up to tho 
towaship line of Sidney. This portion of 
the City limits appears originally to havo 
been the bed of an old cedar swanop, of 
about thirty acres in oxtent. Just scross 
and adjoining the township line, on tho 
Ponton farm, there is a pond of water of 
about two acres in oxtent during the wet 
season, and about two to three feet doep. 
From this pond the land slopes gontly to 
the north and east and along this course is 
afforded the only outlet for the pond and 
waters collected in the whole basin. 

From tho immediate yicinity of the 
nlaintifl’s land towards the declivity of the 
hill bordering on the Coloman flat, the 
land rises perceptibly, but the water escap- 
ed through a channel, now obliterated, 
and the direction of the former outilow 

may still be discerned by the ravine upon 
the McMullen lot, at the brink of tho hill, 
and less than two hundred yards . from the 
plaintiff's land. 

About the year 1868, the municipal 
authoritios of the Town of Belleville con- 
structed a culvert angling across Moira 
street, east of lot oleyen, and a ditch along 
the north sido of said street easterly to the 

brink of the hill, whereby the water 
escaped to the Coleman property, and 
thence found its way, by » natural water- 
course, to the river. 

During the year 1877, for somo inox- 

Jicable reason, the said municipal author- 
ities closed up this ditch and culvert by 
throwing in large stones and other debris, 
as was stated, against the desiro of the in- 
habitants of that locality, who claimed that 
this ditch, being so near tho line of the 
natural outflow, afforded ample drainage, 
The culvert complained of was then made 
at the corner of the plaintiffs lot, in a 
curved form, across Moira st, to Franck 
st., thence northerly an open ditch was 
carried along the oast side of Franck sc. to 
Purday st., and from the south side of 
Purdy st, an underground drain was con- 
structed to near the railway track. This 
latter drain was expensive in construction, 
longer distance than the old one, cut 
through rocky soil and diverts the water 
from its natural flow in a northorly direc- 
tion. One witness, who has resided next 
to the north-east corner of Franck and 
Moira sts, since 1857, stated that ever 
since this change in the drainage was made 
his cellar has been flooded during the 
spring, and his neighbors made similar 
complaints. 

Formerly, when land forming this basin 
was not so generally taken up, the water, 
in A measure, oozed away or gradually dried 
up. Now, however, almost every lot ‘is 
built upon, gardens mado, and drains have 
been constructed by private owners, carry- 
ing the water off their uwn land into the 
ditches, caused by grading the streets, and 
the municipal autoritics have construct: 1 
ample culverts on all these streets to 
facilitate the carrying off of all the surface 
water thus emptied into them. One cul- 
vert is constructed on Herchmer st. at the 
junction of Yeomans st., another at the 
same ye across Yeomans st., another 
across Benjamin st., and still another across 
Lewis st. to the rear of the plaintiff's pro- 
perty. 

The plaiatiff compla‘ns that by reason of 
the foregoing system of drainage and,» by 
the faulty condition of the culvert at his 
property across Moira street, his lands 
nave been overflowed and his cellar moce 
or less flooded for about two months 
during the spring of the year ; that aboat 
six or seven years ago he did not suffer so 
much inconvenience, but, by the increase 
of the area drained, and, by the facilities 
afforded for the escapo of the waters 
above him, his trouble bas been accentuat- 
ed during each succeeding year. 


The culvert was built twenty years ago. 
Two years ago the culvert caved in at 
about the centre of the road. The de- 
fendants repaired it, as claimed by two of 
the witnesses, in a careless manner ; that

Tn Darby vs. Growlands, 38 U, 0. Q, B. 
838, Chief Justice Harrison says, ** ‘The 
right of drainage does not exist * jure 
naturmw’ the principles applicable to run 
ning wator which are *publici juris’ do 
not oxtend to the flow of mere surface 

water.” 

Hore a pathmaster closed up a culvei. 
across the highway, whereby the surface 
water escaped from the plaintiffs lands 
upon the pathmastor’s property and thence 
found its way to the Welland River, 

The gist of the judgmont in this case 
was, that Municipal Corporations havo 
yower under certain circumstances to pass 
Perley for draining Jands but; this, like 
many other powers conferred on municipal 
bodies is a discretiousry, not an obligatory 
yower. Whore the power conferred iss 
Pinialative or discretionary power, itis ons 
which the Corporation may in their wisde a 
exercise or not, and when they absta’s 
from its exercise no action lies again 
them for not exercising it. But the lor 
ed Chief Justice says further on; “*T 4 
plaintiff would bo in a very different posi- 
tion if his cause of action were that the de- 
fendants by means of ditches carried to 
and projected on the plaintifis land more 
surface water than otherwise it would have 
recoived,” 

In Fitzgerald vs, Ottawa, 22 Ont. App. 
297, which was an appeal by the defend- 
ants from the judgment of Chancellor 
Boyd, the plaintiff was owner of land 
situated on the south side of Pine street 
in the City of Ottawa, and formerly part of 
the Towuship of Nepean. Bofors the 
territory was added to the City, the plaintiff 
and the owners of some land adjoining 
his, made a box drain to carry off the 
surface water that collected on Pine street, 
Aftor the territory was added to the Oity 
tho box drain fell into disrepair, and the 
City Engineer, on tho plaintft s complaint, 
refused to repair it, but had an open draiu 
cut across the strect to carry off the water. 
This drain in the next year became filled 
up, and the water overflowed the plaintifl s 
Jand, The City refused to remedy the 
defect and this action was brought to 
recover damages. 

Hagarty, C. J. O., at page 299 says: * TL 
think suflicient was shown to proye an 
active interference by the defendants wi 4 
the drainage system of the locality so as > 
make thom responsible for the water lew - 
ing its old course aud flowing round to the 
ee property. But for such inter- 
erence there would be great dilliculty in 
holding the City liable merely for non- 
feasance,” 


Osler, J. A., says: ** Had the Corpora- 
tion done nothing with regard to the 
drainage of the territory in which the 
plaintill’s lots fare situate, alter it had be 
come part of their snictpality, I have no 
doubt they could Lo. be made Jiable mere- 
ly for not repairing the box drain, which 
had been constructed by the lot owners 
while the lands were part of the Township 
of Nepean, nor indeed is the action now 
id strictness maintatnable for non-repair of 
that particulardrain. It became, however, 
out of repair and in consequence thereof 
the water which fermorly had been carried 
away through it, towards Preston street 
passed down across lot seven on Pine over 
and across the plaintifts lots, flooding and 
damaging them, Complaint being ther- 
upon made and the policy of the Corpor:- 
tion being not to construct or assume box 
drains, the defeadants refused to allow 
this particular drain to be reconstruct] or 
repaired and relieved the causé of com- 
plaint by constructing a surface drain on 
tho north side of Pine street divertiug the 
waters which were flowing into the plain- 
tifl’s premises by a cut off. It is true they 
did not do much, but they did enough to 
show that they were assuming that drain- 
ago, and I think they were bound there- 
after to see that their work was so kepb in 
repair that the injury which it relieved 
should notagain occur in the ordinary 
state of things.” 


of opinion 


Justico Street agreed with the foregoing 
judgments. Justice MoLennan, in a 
longthy review, dissents from the judg- 
ments uf the other three Judges. He 
siys, ‘I thinkit might be stated as clear 
that inasmuch as the injury complained of 
was not caused by any positive act of the 
defendants they cannot be liable, unless 
they are made so by necessary implication 
hy the Municipal Act. 


“So far as I have boen able to dis- 
cover, there ix io duty or liability im- 
posed by the Act in respect of surfaco 
weter collected on’ a highway, to take 
care of it and to prevent it from overilow- 
ing adjoing lands when the Corporation has 
don» nothing to colluct the water.

“Tf, instead of flooding the land with 
water, the defendants had formed on om 
bankment of such a height that the earth 
rolled down on to an adjoining property 
and covered the house and outbuildings, 
they surely could not justify the injury 
done by proving the work was skilfully 
done, and that it was necessary that the 
base of the embankment should extend on 
to the adjoining Jand, and should do all 
the injury complained of in order to raise 
the road to ita proper height and to give 
it width enough on the top as a highway. 
Tho proprietor might as well say he had 
rights as well as the public, and there was 
no law which justifies the defendants in 
drowning his land or covering it up or in 
atone, or soil 
(unless by Act of Parliament) for the good 
of the public. If the defendants could du 
this whore would they stop? They might 
as well pull his house down beccuse they 
wanted the matorials it was built of for 
ropsiring the road, and they might as well 
do this as flood it with water or bury it in 
an ombankment, and they might as well 
drive off his horses, waggon and oxen, to 
put labor on the road for the good of the 
public.” Serogyie vs. Town of Guelph, 36 
U, O, Q. B. 534, Stalker vs, Towhship of 
Dunwich, 15 O, R 342. 

T have reviowed this part of the subject 
in hand ac considerable length because the 
counsel for the defendant laid great stress 
upon the judgment in ** Darby vs. Crown- 
land” and the jedgment of Justice Maclen- 
nan in ‘Fitzgerald vs. the City of 
Ottawa.” IT amof the opinion tho plaintiff 
*s entitled to judgment. 

The defendants in this case have certain- 
ly intorfer’d with the natural flow of the 
wator in this locality ; by diverting it from 
is old course dowa Moira st. they have 
endeavors 1 to make it run up hill, In- 
stead of the water running towards the 
i.ver it is made to flow from the river, It 
isne excuse to them that this was done 
yoars ago by the municipal authorities of 
‘eo then Town of Belleville. 


Again, by grading the streets and build- 
ing culverts in rear of the plaintifl’s pro- 
perty, more water is brought down to the 
vicinity of the plaintifls land than would 
come in the course of natural flow. T do 
not say that these culverts are unnecessary 
because without such alverts the grading 
of the streets would be futile, and lots 
could not be built upon, I think this 
plaintiff, however, is ent tled to all reason- 
able efforts on the part of the defendants 
to carry off the increased flow of water 
thus brought down by keeping the culvert, 
if not built, it has certainly been adopted 
by them, in proper repair. 

Judgment will therefore be for the 
plaintiff for $25 and costs. E. Guss 
Porter for plff. ; S. Masson for deft.

Ho had a purpose in mind 
when he planned euoh port and then 
Diaced the parte together Without 
knowing thoroueglhly the original In 
tentions of the designer the amateur 
mechanic may do considerable 
to his mount, and then

work wel,” 

There are no such ithings as tnter- 
ohangeuble parts to different makes of 
bicycles If one happens to note a 
particular style of beuring or adjwet 
ment that seems a Ittle better than 
that on his own wheel, the bet way to 
do is to purchase a wheel pomessed of 
the bearing that scems beet, and not 
try to add to a whe that was never 
made for euch an axidition. 

Tires, pedals, chaing, handlebars and 
saddles are, of course, to a larce ex- 
tent, interchangeable, but that is about 
as far as the bicyole will stand tamper 
ing with and run well. 

Recently there was a

he couldn't put it in the frame of hic 
wheel, and he started out to accom: 
Plish the result with a vise, a pair of 
very strong pinchers, an alcohol lamp 
and @ plain hammer. 

By the time he has finished the wheel 
wouldn't run true, its manufacturer 
would have denied eves turning out 
such a homely and uncouth looking 
thing from his factory, the frame was 
hopelessly bowed for ail time to come, 
and the wheel looked ag though it had 
been through a big fire.

It Is a great temptation to amateurs 
to straighten the spokes in the wheels. 
It looks Mke an ensy task and all that 
is necessary to bring the spokes to 
perfection fs fo use a wrench made for 
the purpose, Yet the wheel may be 
made absolutely untrue & the repatrer 
is lgnorant of the way in which to do 
the work. 

The wheel will run after such treat- 
ment in a beautiful curyed scroll re 
sembiing the Spencerian exercises of 
the writing class at echool. The tire 
will wear irregularly and the bicycle 
never will recover until & has been 
back to the factory. Even then it may 
not be In its ortginal good state, 

A bent crank is another great source 
of temptaition. Of counre all that one 
has to do is to put the bicyole off one 
aide. Then put a large stome or a 
piece of wood undemeath ths crank 
that is out of order, and jound the 
poor plece of metal with a hammer or 
another stone. Something will have 
to give way shortly. 
stone. It may be the hammer, 
the chances are that it will be the 
crank. It won't. bok as well as ft did 
before, amd during the course of 
a double twist may have been put into 
it that makes ft worse than ever. 

Sti there wil be some great satls- 
faction to the amateur in knowing 
that he @d it himself. The wheel, 
probably, will have to get back to the 
manufacturer for final adjustment, or 
for a new crank.

The self puffery of the callow egotist who 
conducts the junior Grit organ, when his 
paper, after being in roar of the news pro- 
cession for nineteen days out of twenty, 
gets a *‘scoop,” is highly amusing.

The Garden, 

The margin between the possibilities 
and actualities of the average farm 
earden is a thing of goodly dimensions. 
It fs, naturally enough, a difficult 
thing for the farmer to realize to what 
extent of practical usefulness he may 
put a single acre of ground provided 
he is willing and careful to bestow 
upon it the right kind of attention. 
This, says West Kentucky Farmer, 
js sO because of the fact that in his 
farm work he looks more to general 
results. But when he comes down to 
work on a smaller scale he finds things 
quite different. It ts only recently that 
® committee took upon itself to in- 
vestigate somewhat as to what was 
actually belng done on some of the 
small truck farms near one of our 
large cities, and they reported that one 
farm of forty acres ylelded annually 
$16,000 worth of fruite and vegetables: 
Snother of six acres ylelded $6000: an- 
other of ninety acres returned $20,000, 
and another of twenty acres returned 
$8000. These figures represent g00d re- 
celpts, but even after making reduc- 
tions for fertilizers and other neces- 
fary expenditures, the net returns. al-

No fears are entertained here of any 
pousibility of trouble with the Indians 
on uccount of Almighty Voice, He is a 
young buck of not very good character, 
who was arrested in October, 1895, for 
killing cattle. He escaped and was 
chased by the police, who came up with 
him, when he turned and shot Sergt. 
Colebrooke and made good his escape. 
He has kept out of the way since until 
lust week, when, in an attempt to ar 
rest him, he shot a settler named 
Venne and wounded Inspector Allan and 
Sergt. Raven. An attompt to dislodge 
him from the bluff of timber where he 
aud two or Uiree cousins of his were in 
ambush resulted as above. 

Corporal Hockin was u son of Ad- 
miral Hockin of the British navy, and 
was nobut 35 years of age. He was 
at one time in the regular army, holding 
a commission as captain in the 44th 
Reasex Regiment. He afterwards served 
several years in India. In 1804 he went 
to the Northwest, apparently with the 
jatention of taking up land, as he seem- 
ed to be possessed of means, but shortly 
after his arrival in Regina be applied 
for admission to the force, os so many 
young Englishmen of good family have 
done, the semi-military free life of a 
mounted policoman on the prairies seem- 
ing to possess a singular fuscination for 
men of his stamp, especially those who 
are fond of horses. A friend of Corporal 
Hockin, who ie in Ottawa, told your 
correspoudent to-day that Heckin was 
an excellent soldier, and a well-educnt- 
ed, stendy and quiet gentleman, of 
rither retiring manner, who seemed to 
have joined the force simply because 
he liked the life. He was possessed of 
some means, and had the reputation of 
possessing the largest and most complete 
Wardrobe of any man or officer of the 
force, it being a matter of common re- 
mark that he seemed to have more dif- 
ferent suits of good clothes than almost 
noy man in the Northwost. 

Inspector Allan, who' bad his arm 
broken by «a bullet on Thursday, ja a 
native of Montreal, a brother of Mr. 
W. A. Allan of this city, and a nephew 
of the late Robert Anderson, from whoin 
he inherited a very considerable  for- 
tune, Capt. Allan was a member of the 
Victoria Riflos, and was one of the Red 
River expedition of 1870. THe settled in 
Manitoba and was for several years n 
member of the Local Legislature, He 
Jefned the Monnted Police about 12 or 
18 yeors ngo. Capt. Allan was In 
Montreal and Ottawa o few weeks ugo. 
and could not have returned to duty 
more than n week or ten days when the 
trouble with Almighty Voice occurred, 
His wound is painful, but not danger- 
ous. He has gone into hospital nat 
Prince Albert. Sergt. Raven's wound is 
said to be slight.

AN these curlous and interesting 
facts are given in the Introduction to 
@ new book, which, appearing with 
much timeliness, in view of the Vene- 
zuelan dispute, is now attracting uni- 
versal attention in England and has 
just been published In this country by 
the New Amsterdam Book ( y- 
It is entitled “The Devil Tree of El 
Dorado,” and fs written by Frank 
Aubrey and based upon the mystery 
of the mountain of Roraima 

The author has given his fancy the 
fullest range. One of his conceptions 
is the mythical devil tree, which de- 
yours human belngs, and which takes 
the place of a public executioner,being 
in itself a hideous device worthy of 
the Spanish Inquisition. The story it- 
self is full of a horrible fascination, 
but to the judicial mind tbe facts 
which preface the fiction are far more 
interesting and romantic tha: the tale 
woven from them. The author states 
that one of the objects of his work 
has been to direct England's atten- 
tion to Roralma Mountain in connec- 
tion with the -uelan question, 

"Shall’ Roraima be hande! over to 
Venezuela?” he asks, “Shall the mys- 
terious mountain long known among 
the wonders of our earth—regarded by 
many as the greatest marvel of the 
world—become definitely Venezuelan 
territory? This is the question that 
hangs in the balance at the time these 
words are written—that is inseparably 
associated, though many of the public 
know it not, with the dispute that has 
arisen about the boundaries of British 
Guinea. 

“It has been suggested that if it is 
too late to retain the wonderful Roral- 
ma is exclusively British—and to ef- 
fect this ft would be well worth our 
while to barter away some other por- 
tion of the disputed territory—then an 
arrangement might be come to to 
make it neutral ground. Standing, as 
ft does, tn the corner where the three 
countries—Brazil, Venezuela and Brit- 
ish Guinea—meet, it ig of importance 
to all three, and, no doubt, ta such an 
endeavor, We should have the support 
of Brazil as against Venezuela. 

“Will no one explore Roraima and 
bring us back the tidings which it has 
been waiting these thousand years to 
sive us? One of the marvels and 
mysteries of the earth Hes on t'e out 
skirts of our colonies, and We itave the 


mystery unsolved, the marvel uncared 
for.”’ 


It is perhaps 
that Roraima Mountain, one of the 
earth's greatest mysteries, one of the 
mont stupendous wonders of the world, 
is situated within the disputed Venezue 
lan territory. On the map drawn by 
Sir Robert Schomburgk for the British 
Government, Roraima stands within 
the British domains, but on the map 
drawn by Mr, Barrington brown, the 
Government explorer who succeeded 
Schomburgk, and whose work was 
based upon that of his predecessor, 
Roraima je pluced inside the Vene- 
zuelan boundary, and no explanation is 
Riven for the apparent contradiction.

Why 
not’? The climate must be temperate, 
delicious, There is abundance of 
water, very probably issuing from some 
lake on the summit. Have we here a 
group of unknown brothers cut off 
from the rest of their kind? 

One more wonder remains to be told. 
The traveler speaks of two other moun- 
taing In the same district which are 
of the same description as Roraima— 
tables of sandstone rising up straight 
into the blue, one larger than “though 
not as high as Roraima itself. It ts 
only because of their existence, and 
because, for aught that appears, they 
may be equally inaccessible with Ro- 
raima, that one does not venture to 
call Rorasma the greatest marvel and 
mystery of the earth! 

The appeal to the imagination seems 
to have stirred even the sober, cauti- 
ous selentist Schomburgk. Speaking 
of the geographical structure of the 
region Which leaves little doubt that 
it was once the bed of an inland lake, 
he says: 

“May we not connect with the former 
existence of this inland sea the fable 
of the Lake Parima and the El Dora- 
do? Thousands of years may have 
elapsed; generations may have been 
buried and returned to dust; nations, 
who once wandered on its banks may 
be extinct and exist no more in name; 
still, tradition of Parima and the ™ 
Dorado survived these changes of time; 
transmitted from father to son. Its 
fame wes carried across the Atlantic 
and kindled the romantic fire of the 
chivalric Raleigh.”
